[Text] Beijing, 22 Dec (XINHUA)--The Poland Incident Captures World Attention 


The Poland incident, which started in early July, has lasted for more than 5 months, 
With the danger of Soviet intervention, the incident has captured the attention 
of the whole world and has become a major event in international politics, 


On 1 July, the Polish Government announced the expansion of sales of meat and meat 

products at negotiated prices, which triggered a workers’ strike. More than 30 

big and emall cities and more than 4,000 plants were affected by the strike, which 

lasted for over 2 months and was joined by more than 600,000 people. This was 

the largest and longest strike with the greatest number of strikers since the 
founding of Poland. The striking worke.s had the support of peasant, intellectual 

and religious circles. 


The striking workers did not take to the streets, parade nor resort to violent 
actions. They raised 21 poiitical and economic demands, the most important of which 
was the establishment of an "independent and self-governing trade union." 


The Polish authorities were very discreet and restrained in handling the strike. 
It was officially declared that the strike was “a large-scale protest by the 
workers. It does not oppose socialism, but opposes the disruption of socialist 
principles." It was stressed that "there is no way to settle the conflict other 
than by political solution." 


Thies strike led to a major reshuffle in the Polish party and government. Gierek, 
firet secretary of the Polish United Workers’ Party Central Committee, and Premier 
Piotr of the government were forced to step down and were replaced by Kania and 
Pinkowski. In late August and eariy September, the Polish authorities made an 
important concession and reached an agreement with the workers to basically satisfy 
the workers' demands, especially the demand for establishing an independent and 
self-governing trade union. 


This incident showed that the errors in economic construction principles and 
policies in the past 10 years since Gierek took power had resulted in serious 
economic difficulties and that the various malpractices in the political and 

















economic systema in the paste-lack of democracy, overconcentration of power, 
bureaucratiam and cadres’ special privileges=-had led to serious political, 
economic and social crises of the nation. The people demanded that thie aituation 
change. 


The new Polish party leadership headed by Kania has, since it took over power in 
September this year, gradually settled scores with the previous leaders for their 
errors, summed up experiences and Lessons over the past 10 years and initially 
presented a line for reformation, the main substance of which te, reforming the 
economic system, expanding social demo racy, consolidating the preety organization, 
formulating new party rules and restoring the people's faith in the party, 


The previous Polish trade union-~the Central Council of Trade Unitonsa--hae decided 
to stop its activities, The ewly established independent and self-governing 
"Solidarity" trade union now caste a membership of 10 million, (Poland has 12 
million workers.) ‘To shake of! the crises and safeguard social stability, 
"Solidarity" has repeatedly asked workers not to go on striking and has stressed 
that "it is time for the people to compromise and be reconciled," 


Recently, atmosphere in Voland has relaxed somewhat. No strikes have been reported, 
However, Poland still faces many difficulties, «a plleload of sectal problema and 

a serious economic situation, The turmoil in recent months has reaulted in new 
economic losses. Poland cannot effectively and thoroughly extricate iteelf from 


the crises within a short period. It will have to make arduous efforts, For some 
time, however, the dark clouds of foreign intervention have loomed in the sky 
above fuiand. There even exists the threat of an arwed intrusion, The Soviet 


Union has massed large quantities of troops around Poland, blocked the borders, 
carried out military exercises and made frequent military movements, Meanwhile, 
it has mobilized its propaganda machine to concentrate its attac’ on the "anti- 
social. st forces" in Poland. Arbitrarily referred to the process of trade union 
reform in Poland as “having an antisocialist trend" and quoted by other remarks 
to threaten that it would not “remain indifferent to the fate of people's Poland," 


In the face of the threat of armed intervention, che Polish people have taken a 
stand of "uniting to safeguard their national sovereignty and survival," The 
political parties, the government, the chureh and the "Solidarity" trade union 

in Poland have appealed one after another for maintaining the stability of the 
country and for "being responsible to the fate and future of the nation,” They 
have explicitly stated their stand that Poland "has the right to solve ite own 
problems by itself" and opposes any foreign interference, "This is because we 
are Poles first'--this remark has become the common voice of the Polish authorities, 
trade unions, church and people of all walks of Lite. All countries in the world 
have shown great concern for the situation in Poland, and mony of them have warned 
against interference in Poland and have stated that Polish affaire should be 
handled by the Polish people themse! ves, 


The Flames of War in the Gulf 


In the Middle East 180 was a turbulent year. The Arab-Israeli dispute has 
continued, and the flames of war have been kindled in a Gulf region that abounds 

in petroleum. The Soviet Union has seized this opportunity to infiltrate into this 
strategic area step by step, and the United States has been doing ite best to 
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mediate the Arabelaraeli dispute ta an effort to seeure ite posltlon in the Middle 
Haat, New contradietiona have cropped up among the countries in the Middle Kast, 
They have complicated the eristseridden situation even more, 


A war broke out between Iraq and [ran 3 wonths ago, and the (lames of war have 
not been extinguished yet, The Iraqi-lranian war te not accidental, tor there 
are longetanding sutayontame between them, lraq announced the abrogation of the 
Iraqi-lrantan boundary agreement on 1/ September 1980 and launched an air attack 
on Iran's 10 airfields and air force bases at the same time on 22 September, thus 
atarting the military clash between the two countries, in tide war the foow of 
which is on the control of the Shatt al-'Arab, both aides have used ground, naval 
and air forces and various types of modern weipons to concentrate their attacks 
on each other's military bases, industrial cities and major oti-producing areas, 
The war has not only caused enormous economic losses to both slides but has provided 
an opportunity for the two superpowers, eapecially the Soviet Unten, to meddle 
in this region, This has caused great concern amo, the Gulf countries, ae well 
ae in the whole world, 


Since it invaded Afvhaniatan at the end of lost yeer, the Sovlet Unton has | 
pressing on toward the ollftlelds along the Gull, Moreover, the erlata in ye, 
Iranian relations resulting from the problem of the Amertcan hostages in |. an and 
the Soviet attempt to exploit this crisis lave made the Cull countries a 

Western countries, whose interests are related to those of the Gulf countries, 
increasingly feel a threat to the security of the oilftelds, Thie has forced chem 
to take a series of measures to safeguard their own Interests by stabtliging 

the aituation in the Gulf, The United States ‘as inereased ita milltary presence 
in the Middle Heat, and Western Furope has strengthened ite relations with varlous 
Gulf countries, Deapite all thie, the Soviet Union has been pressing on atep by 
utep toward the Gulf ollftelde and the United States has continued to suffer 
setbacks In thia region, There te no indication that the 'raqi-lranitan war wiil 
end soon, 


\,S.«lIeraeli-feyptian negotiations on the tavue of Palestinian self-government 

first reached an impasse and then were suspended, In the past year lerael has 
bragenly announced {ts annexation of Jerusalem, has strengthened its occupation of 
Arab territories and has launched o1e large-scale attack after another on southern 
Lebanon, thus wrecking the peace talks, U.S. President Carter ia partial to larael, 
President-elect Reagan has announced a policy which ts yet more partlel to lerael-- 
this has cast a shadow over a solution to the Middle Kast issue, espectally the 
Palestine question, The Intttlative of West luropean countries in seeking a solu- 
tion to the Middle Hast tasue ta restrained by the United States, and new contradic~- 
tions have cropped up among some Arab countries in finding new wayse to solve this 
issue, One example is that Syria which had just aiyned a "Friendship and Coopera~ 
tion lreaty"” with the Soviet Union massed troops along the Jordanian border, 
causing tension between the two countries for « time, 


the lith Arab Conference of heads of state was beld tn Amman in November, but the 
members of the "Rejection Front” as well as lebanon and tive other countries refused 
to attend, This has reflected new divisions and new associations in the Arab 

world, In the situation in which the two superpowers heve been intensifying 

their rivalry with each passing day, the question of unity among the Arab states 

has become an Increasingly serious one, The turbulent year of 1980 will soon be 

















over, Looking forward to the next year, the Middle Waat will be atill full of 
intranquility, The rivalry between che Soviet Union and the United States in this 
region will be more intensified, The atruggle by the people in the Middle Kast, 
including the Valestinians, will net cease,

but it etill cannot wipe out the latter's reeletance, When Soviet troops equipped 
with heavy weapons failed to prevail, they hove changed their tactics by bringing 
in troope trained in antigquercilla warfore, Light weapons and equipment and more

In ite war of aggression, Vietnam has been expending large amounts 
of ite limited manpower, material and financial resources, As a result, the 
Vietnamese economy, which had already been ri‘die! with gaping wounds, has been 
facing « yet worse crisis, Vietnam's military ependine © + 1979 accounted for 
47 percent of ite total expenditure. The S-year plan for post-war economic re 
has failed. Vietnam originally planned to have its grain output reach 20 million 
tons. fut in recent years, it hes remained at 12 or 1} million tons a year. 

Ite industrial production has remained stagnant or even dropped. In Vietnam, 

all business has languished, commodities are in very short supply, the market is 
slack and prices are soaring. The broad masses of people are suffering tremen- 
dously. Cases in which people rise to oppose the war of aggression abroad and the 
oppression and exploitation of the people at home have occurred frequently. 














Vietnam's policy of aggression and war has not only aggravated ite political and 
economic crises at home but has made itself notorious and extremely isolated in 
the world. Thie year the UN General Assembly, with the overwhelming majority of 
97 to 23, once again adopted a resolution ca)ling for the immediate and uncondi- 
tional withdrawal of a11 Vietnamese troops from Kampuchea. Thie te effective 
proof.

In trying to solve 
these problems, a greater degree of consensus was reached than expected." 


"Certain recent developments in different parte of the world including the war 
between Iran and Iraq, the situation in Afghanistan and in Southeast Asia gave 
rise to our concern,” he noted. 


He said "the question of the Middle East ranks among those that continue to carry 
@ potential threat to international peace and security. Renewed efforts are 
still to be made in order to bring about a just and equitable solution to this 
problem." 


On the question of Namibia, he said "the decision of the General Assembly to 
postpone the debate on Namibia hopefully has contributed substantially towards 
an independent, sovereign Namibia through free elections supervised by the United 
Nations," he held. 


Turning to global negotiations on international economic cooperation for develop- 
ment, he said that he was not in a position to offer a final text on procedures 
and agenda. But he hoped that “it will be possible tv bring about a solution to 
the remaining questions."

On the year's achievement, he cited the “resounding rebirth of Zimbabwe" which, he 
said, came as an irrefutable proof that the decolonisation policy is bearing its 
fruite. In this regard, he stated that Namibia and South Africa are where this 
same objective should be achieved. 


Reviewing the situation in the past year, he expressed concern about the fratricidal 
fighting in Chad which imposed useless sacrifices on the people of Chad and their 
neighbors, and noted that in South Africa and Namibia, the racist Pretoria govern- 
ment still turns a deaf ear and is consolidating its inhuman regime of terror. 


He hailed the initiatives of the African oil producing countries * at have decided 


to earmark five percent of their production for Africa on acco» its difficul- 
ties in supplies.

HUSAYN ON PALESTINIANS, CAMP DAVID

[Text] Damascus, 20 Dec (XINHUA)--King Husayn of Jordan has declared that Jordan 
is “of the Arabs and for the Arabs," and that ite destiny and its honour lie in 
waging "all the bettles of the Arabs nation in defence of its character," according 
to a report from THE JORDAN TIMES today. 


In an interview with the Paris-based Arabic magazine "AL-WATAN AL~'ARABI," Husayn 
said Jordan is "for Palestine and its people” and for the “central cause" of the 
Arabs, namely the Palestinian cause. Jordan would maintain this position until 
the Palestinian people regained their rights, the king affirmed. 


Asked whether a date had been fixed for his meeting with U.S. President-elect 
Ronald Reagan and whether at that meeting he would speak on behalf of a group of 
Arab officials, King Husayn replied: “The only thing that has happened is that 
President-elect Reagan has expressed his desire to meet with me soon after he 
assumes office as president of the United States. Naturally, I welcomed this. 

But no date has been fixed for this meeting. And we have not discussed with the . 
new U.S. administration any political questions or anything else, but if I go to 
the United States, I will speak about my country and on bilateral relations. As 

I have always done, I will defend the position of my nation, ite causes and rights 
as much as I can." 


The king added: “In my opinion, the Camp David process is finished after failing 
to achieve anything in the way of establishing a just and durable peace in this 
part of the world. Continuation of the attempts to revive Camp David can lead to 
absolutely no positive results." 


Asked if he envisaged a particular way to resolve the Middle East crisis, the king 
said: “There is no specific visualisation. However, my position has been constant 
and clear since the beginning: namely that the Palestinians should exercise their 
right in formulating a just and durable peace in this area through their sole, 
legitimate representative--the Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO). Further- 
more, the Palestinian people should exercise their full rights on their national 
soil, and choose what they want in an atmosphere of freedom after the elimination 
of the occupation. These are the bases upon which peace in this part of the world 
can be built. And I cannot find any other alternative." 


"We believe that the Palestinians should be the basic and major element in any 
solution of the Palestinian issue. We will help them and cooperate with them. 
This is a duty but we will not replace them," he added.

in an editorial today. 


The editorial, commenting on Brezhnev's Gulf security proposal put forward last 
week, points out, "Brezhnev has made similar proposals before, and has signed 
treaties promising to bring them into effect... If he is honest in his claim that 
the USSR has no ambitions whatever in the region round the Gulf, let him back it 
by a unilateral removal of all Soviet forces from the region." 


It goes on to say, “The greatest threat to the Gulf states is the huge Soviet 

base in South Yemen....Next comes the Soviet force presently occupying Afghanistan, 
which could be rapidly reinforced and which is even now a grave threat to the 
stability of Iran and Pakistan. Even the Soviet bases in Caucasia are within 

very brief flying time of the Gulf.” 


The editorial notes, “All who live in the Gulf well know that the Soviet Union 
has made considerable progress in the encirclement of the Gulf region and now 
threatens, unless checked, to complete the operation within the foreseeable future." 


It considers, "What che people of the Gulf would like to experience, rather than 
mere words, would be a Soviet withdrawal from Afghanistan and South Yemen and the 
complete dismantling of the bases in Socotra and near Aden." 


"The states of the Gulf would be wise to continue their efforts to strengthen their 
own defences, and to reinforce the ties which bind them in cooperation for self- 
preservation, it concludes.

Muskie, FRG, French Comments

{Text} Beijing, 12 Dec (XINHUA)--U.S, Secretary of State Edmund Muskie Thursday 
rejected Brezhnev's proposal on peace in the Persian Gulf area, according to 
Western press reports. Now in Brussels to attend the NATO foreign ministers and 
defence ministers meetings, Muskie described the proposal put forward by Brezhnev 
in New Delhi as “a fox in the chicken coop proposal." 


"What he ie saying to use in effect,” Muskie said, "is now if you people will just 
leave the Gulf, forget your bases, eliminate your navies, and just leave the Gulf 
in our hands, we'll protect your security interests." 


West German Foreign Minister Hane-Dietrich Genscher said in an interview with 
Deutechlandfunk yesterday that the Soviet Union should get out of Afghanistan 
before making peace suggestions for the Gulf. 


“Anyone who wants to make suggestions for this region to guarantee security must 
surely first end the occupation of Afghanistan," he said. 


He added that the Soviet presence in Afghanistan did not fit into the picture of 
a regional settlement based on self-determination for all countries, and without 
self-determination there could be no solid peace. 


Alois Ertes, foreign affairs spokesman of West Cermany's opposition Christian 
Democrat parliamentary group, pointed out that Brezhnev's proposal is "old hat" 
aimed to deflect attention from the “war in Afghanistan” and from threats to the 
Gulf region by the Soviet Union itself, and to block access of the U.S. and ite 
allies to the sea. 


French Foreign Minister Jean Francois-Poncet told reporters in Brussels yesterday 
that the proposal was “not new." Afghanistan was in the Gulf region too, so “the 
two things (Western bases near the Gulf and Soviet troops in Afghanistan) cannot 

be considered separately,” he said.

We are opposed to those who seek for other 
goals by making use of the trade unions. But we cannot allow any groundless and 
unreasonable arrests." 


He then went on to say that Jacek Kuron (head of the social self-defence committee) 
was an adviser to the trade unions, but was doing much more than the trade unions 
had asked him to do. Walesa then said, "We should protect him when he is working 
for us and we cannot do so when he is doing something private." 


Asked about the attitude of "Solidarity" towards the "Solidarity" Farmers’ Union, 
he stated that the new independent T.U. Organisation fully supported the farmers’ 
demand for the establishment of a union, and hoped that its registration would be 
approved. 


Referring to the relations of "Solidarity" with other trade unions, Walesa said 
that the other trade unions had only 10 percent of the total number of workers 
and employees whereas "Solidarity" has 85 percent, He said, “We will not contact 
them for the time being.

GREECE TO BECOME FULL MEMBER OF EEC

{Text} Athens, 31 Dec (XINHUA)--Greece becomes the lOth full member estate of the 
European Community tomorrow. 


Greek President Konstandinos Karamaniie in a recent interview with La Societe 
Nationale de Television Francaise 1 said that the decision of Greece to join the 
EEC was made with a “United Europe” as the point of departure and it was an impor- 
tant decision politically and economically. He added that a Europe united will 
consolidate ite security and independence and enable it to deal effectively with 
the various emergencies it faces. He pointed out: “If Burope has failed to pro- 
mote its own unity it will be subjugated by the existing superpowers and power 
groups.” The aggressive superpower hegemoniam in the past 20 years has compelled 
Greece to consider seriously as to how certain historical events can be prevented 
from repeating themselves. it is both the historical lessons and the harsh reality 
today that have induced Greece's decision to accede to the ERC. 


Economically Greece is the weakest of the EEC countries, with ite per capita national 
income standing at 4,197 U.S. dollare in 1979, which te less than one half of that 
of Weet Germany and 60 percent of the EEC average. in joining the BEC, Greece is 
counting on the help of community funds to quicken ite own economic development and 
on @ protected international market for ite relatively under-developed industry and 
agriculture. Greece's trade volume with the other nine EEC countries totalled 
4,300 million U.S. dollare in 1979, accounting for 42 percent of ite foreign trade 
total. But for the existence of some restrictions, Greece incurred an unfavorable 
trade balance of 2,700 million U.S. dollare with these countries. Greece's entry 
into the EEC means the removal of these restrictions and the granting of price 
subsidies to ite farm products. 


Greece also has to pay for ite entry into the EEC. It should contribute 270 mil- 
lion European counting units (equivalent to 350 million U.S. dollars) to the 
community budget in the firet year. The exemption of tariff among the member coun- 
tries, while undoubtedly benefiting export of Creece, can also open the flood gate 
to products from other member countries. While receiving subsidies for ite farm 
products, Greece is asked to reduce correspondingly the output of some of ite 

farm products and to raise their prices to the required level. This will lead to 
price rises in Greece.

I believe that they will 
be able to resolve their differences in the near future. The Cyprus problem is the 
great wall between Turkey and Greece. If thie problem is solved, the two countries 
can enjoy better relations." 


For long years Turkey and Greece have had disputes over the sea and air control in 
the Aegean Sea. Since the Cyprus dispute in 1974, the relations between the two 
countries have further deteriorated.

ITALY'S FORLANI ON ECONOMY, OTHER ISSUES

[Text] Rome, 27 Dec (XINHUA)--Italy is suffering from a mounting inflation and 
there are more and more signs that the economic situation in the country is in 
recession. 


Italian Prime Minister Arnaldo Forlani intimated at a year-end news conference 
held by the Italian Journalists’ Association here today. 


"The economic situation in all parts of the world does not fair well. Many countries 
we export our products to are practising an austerity policy to cut back expendi- 
tures in an effort to maintain a balance of payments," Forlani said. 


He continued, "Rising oil prices have added to the burden of countries like ours 
depending almost entirely on imported oil as the only energy source: runaway 
inflation results and economic recession worsens." 


"This year, we have spent a staggering sum of money on oil and the figure for next 
year is expected to reach 21,000 billion liras. Deficits totalling 9,000 billion 
liras were incurred in our national expenditure this year," he said. 


To cope with the crisis, maintain employment and curb inflation in order not to lag 
behind other industrialized countries, the prime minister pointed out: "We have 

to boost production and cut back consumption so as to raise the competitive power 
of our products on the international market. At the same time, we also have to 
curb spending at home in order to reduce imports, especially that of consumer goods." 
Asked how Italy takes Greece's participation in the European Community, Forlani 

said, "Italy is behind Greece's entry into the EEC," in spite of the unfavourable 
effects on the country's business and trade. "Political significance comes first 

in our consideration," he noted. 


Ir answer to a question about Italy's attitude towards Poland, he said that his 
cv. itry “is worried and is ready to offer aid if Poland so requests. He urged 
noninterference, whether direct or indirect, in Poland so as not to suppress the 
free expression of the Polish people."

(Text) Tirana, 4 Dec (ATA)--Under the above title the newspaper ZERI I ' OPULLIT 
publishes today excerpts from a letter that Comrade Enver Hoxha has sent to 

Comrade Hysni Kapo on 30 July 1978. It analyzes the policy of the Chinese leader- 
ship and many of the events that had occurred in China at that time. It makes 
clear the true political and ideological motives lurking behind the farce of the 
trial which is taking place in Beijing against the so-called "gang of the four." 
The trial of the so-called gang of the four and of the group of the top military 
leaders of the period of the cultural revolution is going on in Beijing according 
to the scenario composed long since. The newspapers of the Chinese capital as 

well as the XINHUA Agency publish every day a judicial correspondence, which 
reiterate the same accuses of the attorney, the same admissions of the witnesres, 
the same few and rare words of the accused who reject the accuses. It is precisely 
a Chinese comedy with terrible dragons and wise monkeys, with old illegible 
hieroglyphs and ancient undecipherable symbols. It is spoken of assassination of 
people, economic damage and destruction of property, of confusion and anarchy. 

But which has been the political line on behalf of which these things have occurred, 
who has elaborated it, who has launched and led the cultural revolution, who has 
led the "gang of the four,” Lin Biao and Cheng Boda, who overthrew Deng Xiaoping 
and brought him again to power, who brought Hua Guofeng to power? Whom have the 
latter acted against, which was their line? The Beijing trial has not been 
organised to give explanations. It does not conform to the rules of logic and 
reason because it does not want to convince any one. It wants only to take 

revenge and settle accounts. Such acts need no facts and argumentations, witnesses 
and assertions. Therefore, it fully resembles a tragic farce which although was 
very carefully prepared cannot conceal the old struggle between the various Maoist 
groups for power and privileges, to dominate China each for its own account and 
according to its own desire. 


The ZERI I POPULLIT board was composing an article devoted to the Beijing trial, 
when it got acquainted with a .etter of Comrade Enver Hoxha addressed to Comrade 
Hysni Kapo on 30 July 1978. Comrade Enver Hoxha handed over this letter to the 
museum of Terbac on the occasion of its inauguration. It was a reply of a letter 
Comrade Hysni Kapo had sent to the Political Bureau of the Central Committee of 
the party and Comrade Enver Hoxha through which he condemned the anti-Marxist and 
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and anti-Albanian activity of the Chinese leadership and was in full solidarity 
with the correct stands of our party and government. At thie time Comrade Hyeni 
Kapo, being still sick after an infarct he had suffered from could not have 
attended the meeting of the Central Committee, where there was approved the 

rebuff of the Albanian Party and government to the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party and Chinese Government, on the cutting off credits and all economic 
relations with the PSR of Albania by China, and which was published in our press 
on 29 July 1978, 


Follow some extracts from the letter of Comrade Enver Hoxha which has not been 
published so far. It analyses the policy of the Chinese leadership and many of 
the events which had occured in China. It clarifies very well even the true 
political and ideological motives which lurk behind the farce of the trial being 
held in Beijing now. 


Dear Comrade Hysni, 


The Chinese received the deserved rebuff. Our party and its leadership acted 
correctly on the Marxist-Leninist road. They exposed through facts another major 
enemy, Chinese revisionism, which had been hiding behind the guise of Marxism- 
Leniniem for a long time... 


The ideological, political and organisational principles of the CPC 
and Mao Zedong are principles of a pronounced pragmatic philosophy 
with clear aims of transforming the "eternal" China into a superpower 
to dominate the world. 


The Communist Party of China, especially Mao Zedong, who has been an idealist 

dreamer and visionary, without general culture (except that of Chinese antiquity) 
have followed the course of the history of mankind as the most xenophobic diletantes. 
Their ideological, political and organisational principles, especially since the 
time of the founding of the Communist Party of China and onwards, are principles 

of a pronounced pragmatic philosophy, which interest China alone and with clear 

aims of transforming “eternal” China into a superpower to dominate the world, to 
make the law, to dictate its will and culture. 


In the analysis that we have made of their actions, we have come up against this 
Chinese ideology and we have seen and see that the forms of their organisation and 
action are concentrated in the direction of this ideology which they want to make 
“universal.” 


The figure of Mao Zedong has been inflated into a divine figure of a Chinese 

emperor. And in fact this modern emperor operates with ail omnipotence over his 
courtiers who have created a swollen and terrible bureaucracy which applies the 
"ideas of genius” of the “great helmeman.” He has subjugated the CPC and whenever 
he “deems” it necessary according to the “dialectical development of the opposites," 
seen from the angle of Maoism, topples people from power, attacks and liquidates 

the party, carries out the occasional “revolution,” balances the power of courtesans. 
He explains all this with allegedly revolutionary formulas, but which are nothing 
other than more “cultured” actions than those of the Emperor Bokasa, of the 

shah of Iran and of the king of Nepal whom Mao Zedong loved so much, welcomed and 














farewelled not only because he was urged on by the material profit, the profit in 
politics to make them China's satellites but because Mao's philosophy was in 
conformity with theirs, 


Mao Zedong should be described not as a "prophet" of the revolutions, 
but a "prophet" of the counterrevolutions, He ia a Chinese bakunin, 


In these conditions, with these concepts the CPC could never be a Marxist-Leninist 
party. 


The philosophy which guided it was idealist bourgeois, retrograde, because China 
itself, its society despite its democratic bourgeois revolution, has remained a 
closed society, with old beliefs and mentality dominated by mysticiem and by 
philosophical and organisational state principles archaic in essence but which 
have allegedly evolved superficially. We can see this in the construction and 
form of the state, in the development of the economy, in the way the education and 
cultural system has been built, in the organisation of the army, etc, Everything 
bore the specific Chinese seal, from ideology literature down to the slogans, 


The slogans had their source and everyone in China from the youngest to the 
eldest had to repeat them without making the slightest mistake in any letter or 
comma. This was a struggle to benumb the creative thinking, this trampled 
underfoot every form of democracy, this was nothing other than the cult of the 
"helmaman" and the domination of bureaucracy. 


Such an aberrant development at given moments could and will only suffer defeat, 
which Mao Zedone has preached as "revolutions and counterrevolutions" in every 
7? years. 


Mao Zedong should not be described as a “prophet” of the revolutions, but a 
“prophet of the counterrevolutions."” He represents the type of an anarchist who 
has confusion in hie blood, chaos, the undermining of the dictatorship of the 
proletariat and socialism, but on the condition that this permanent anarchy be 
led by him or by his typical Chinese anarchist ideology. Mao Zedong is a Chinese 
bakunin. The cultural revolution was an illustration of the ideas and actions 

of this Chinese bakunin. 


The chaos created in China before the cultural revolution by the 
treacherous anti-Marxist line of Mao Zedong and that of his courtiers 
was combatted by the “great helmeman” with the anarchy of the cultural 
revolution.

{Text} Tokyo, | Jan (XINUUA)~-Japanese Prime Minister Zenko Susuki told a press 
conference on the New Year's Day here that he chose the ASEAN member countries as 
hie firet vieit abroad from 6 to 20 January since he took hie office in July 1980, 


"The purpose of my vieit ts to show by deeds Japan's basic desire to further develop 
friendly and cooperative relations with ASEAN,” he said. 


On hie scheduled |}-day visit to five ASEAN countries--the Philippines, Indonesia, 
Singapore, Malaysia and Thailand--Suzuki said he would exchange views with the 
ASEAN leaders on both bilateral and international problems. He said he would 
observe the two proposals made by former Japanese prime ministers for extending 
economic assistance to five big ASEAN projects and for promoting the cooperation 
between Japan and the ASEAN. 


Referring to the Kampuchean problem, he expressed support for ASEAN's stand toward 
the Democratic Kampuchea. He held that the regime of Democratic Kampuchea should 
be respected. 


Suzuki said he will vieit Washington on his way home from Mexico City, where he 
will attend the north-south summit meeting in June. He added that he planned to 
dispatch Foreign Minister Masayoshi Ito to visit the United States prior to his 
meeting with President Reagan. He said “Japan's diplomacy is aimed at establish- 
ing close and matured relationship with the United States.” 


On the Japan-Soviet relations, Suguki said that it is absolutely necessary to set- 
tle the four-northern island territorial dispute before concluding a peace treaty 
between the two countries. However, he said that Japan would promote relations 
with the Soviet Union in the field of economic cooperation.

Thai field military sources said one Vietnamese troops battalion and another 
engineers’ battalion were sent to reinforce the forces at the O-Salao area. 


In Paoy Pet yesterday, the Vietnamese troops started burning shrubs and elephant 
grease around the border town to prevent the Democratic Kampuchean troops from 
using them as cover. The blaze touched off a string of explosions from landmines 
planted in the area. 


As a precaution against a possible spillover of the fighting in Kampuchea, Thai 
reinforcements have been sent to the border, said the Thai officer. 


Meanwhile, in Ta Phraya and Aranyaprathet districts of Thailand's Prachin Buri 
Province, a 7 pm-6 am curfew imposed by the first army region against travelling 
on the Thanavithi road from Aranyaprathet to Ta Phraya went into effect yesterday.

[Text] Beijing, 27 Dec (XINHUA)--The national army troops and guerrillas of 
Batdambang Province, Kampuchea destroyed several dozen metres of railway line on 

the Svay Prey-Kraum Phluk section of Koas Krala district on the night of 21 December, 
according to Radio Democratic Kampuchea. 





On the same night they attacked a Vietnamese post at Sophi station west of Sisophon, 
killing 15 Vietnamese soldiers and wounding 17 others. Also on this night, they 
attacked a Vietnamese company guarding Bridge No 8 on the road linking Sisophon 

and Thmar Puok. Twenty-eight Vietnamese were killed and the rest fled. 


At ten o'clock on the morning of 22 December, the national army and guerrillas 
destroyed three Vietnamese military trucks moving from Rovieng to Reach district, 
Pouthisat Province in an ambush. They wiped out 35 Vietnamese and captured a 
quantity of materials. On the same day, they ambushed a battalion of Vietnamese 
troops on the road from Peam Prous to Anlong Reap, west of Reak district, wiping 
out 22 of them. 


On 10 December guerrillas killed two Vietnamese soldiers in the Dol Tapung Market 
in Phnom Penh. 


The guerrillas captured six Vietnamese posts in Samlot district, Batdambang Province 
after fierce fighting from 10 to 17? December. They wiped out 58 Vietnamese invaders 
and once again cut off Samlot from Highway No 10. 


On 20 December, they twice ambushed a company of Vietnamese aggressor troops in 
Dei Kraham, Kaoh Kong Province, killing 27 and wounding 29 Vietnamese.

THAILAND PERMITTING ONLY MEDICAL AID TO PHNOM PENH

[Text] Bangkok, 28 Dec (XINHUA)--The National Security Council (NSC) of Thailand 
has informed the International Committee of the Red Cross (ICRC) that it is 
permitted to fly only medical supplies to Phnom Penh, not foodstuffs, for humani- 
tarian reasons, Prasong Soonsiri, secretary~general of the council, said yesterday. 


ICRC delegate Francois Perez was called to Prasong's office and handed a letter 
informing his agency of the Thai Government's stand. 


The NSC has also indicated to the United Nations Children's Fund (UNICEF) that if 
it reduces the quantity of food supplies to Khmer refugees across the "Land 
Bridge," the government will also require the amount of food shipped to Kampong 
Som to be cut by the same proportion. 


The action was reportedly taken because the ICRC has notified the Thai Government 
that it will stop giving food aid to more than 150,000 refugees around the “Land 
Bridge" areas and provide them only with medicine. UNICEF informed the Thai 
Government that from 1 January, it will reduce the amount of food given to the 
refugees at the Thai-Kampuchean border area. 


Thailand has always maintained that the refugees encamped in Thailand and living 
at the Land Bridge areas must be given equal amounts of, if not more, food aid. 


He said the Thai Government has also told other international relief agencies that 
if there is any new military incursion into Thailand from the Kampuchean side, 

it will not permit ICRC planes or UNICEF ships to go to Phnom Penh and Kompong 
Som through Thailand.

But it was a matter 
of regret that the leadership in both countries failed to achieve this aim. India, 
he stressed, should realize that it was in its own interest to have a strong and 
stable Pakistan between itself and the Soviet Union as a buffer.

INDIAN FARMERS DEMAND HIGHER PRICES

[Text] Beijing, 28 Dec (XINHUA)--Farmers in India's western state of Maharashtra 
have staged a 365-km march for better government-support prices for their crops, 
according to reports from New Delhi. 


The march, which began in Nasik on 7 December and ended in Nagpur on 26 December, 
enjoyed the support of six opposition parties. The farmers wanted to present a 
memorandum to the state legislature on 26 December, the final day of its present 
session in Nagpur. But the police turned them back before they reached the state 
lawmakers meeting. 


Earlier, the state authorites had announced a ban on the march to try to prevent 
it. When the marchers were on their way, the police harassed them all along the 
route, arresting 5,000 farmers and politicians taking part in the march, including 
opposition leader former External Affairs Minister Y. B. Chavan, other forner 
ministers and members of Parliament. 


Opposition leaders in the Indian Parliament raised a storm of protest on 22 December 
over the arrest of Chavan. The Executive Committee of the opposition Bharatiya 
Janata (Indian People's) Party released a statement in Bombay, capital of the 
Maharashtra state, saying: “We regret that a peaceful march was sought to be 
disrupted by all sorts of arbitrary tactics." 


Similar agitations also took place in the southern state of Tamil Nadu. About 
1,000 demonstrating farmers were arrested in a 3-day blockade of food supplies to 
urban areas ending 26 December. Farmers in another southern state of Karnataka 
pledged to have their own march next week. The Karnataka state officials moved 
quickly to ban strikes and demonstrations Saturday and ordered reserve police and 
paramilitary home guards to strategic rail, communication and road links.

He said the Soviet Union made "a serious mistake" by invading Afghanistan. The 
Soviets have not been able in the last year to establish a government that has the 
support of the Afghan people though "massive firepower and increasingly brutal 
tactics” have been employed with the result that more than 1.2 million Afghans have 
fled to Pakistan alone. 


He noted the “brave resistance of the Afghan people who have continued their 
struggle for independence and the right to determine their own political future." 


"The suffering of the Afghan people must be brought to an end," he stressed. 


Carter reiterated the United States’ willingness "to join in the effort to find 
a political solution involving a Soviet withdrawal." 


Referring to the U.S.-Iranian relations, the president said prospects are "quite 
dim for the hostages’ release before he leaves office on 20 January next year. 


The U.S. position on the hostage question has been explained “very clearly" and 
“we will not pay any ransom," Carter declared.

It exposed the Soviet suppression of the Afghan people. "There is an abundance 

of evidence that they have used both chemical and biological warfare in violation 

of all human rights and international laws," the leaflet said. “Because of their 
indiscriminate bombing and shelling, many parts of the country have been transformed 
into piles of (?rubble) which have forced more than 1.5 million people to flee 

to neighboring Pakistan and Iran and seek refuge," it added. 


"If the Soviet military advances are not checked in Afghanistan today," the leaflet 
went on, “the geo-political advantages that accrue te the Soviet Union will 
certainly enable the Kremlin to coerce, one by one, the countries in the Gulf 
area...to fall into the Soviet orbit."

The Soviet Union, which tries to bring 
Afghanistan into its sphere of influence by force of arms, has met determined 
resistance from the people of the moutainous state and has been bogged down in

[Text] Washington, 25 Dec (XINHUA)--The Soviet Union is floundering in a quagmire, 
miserably failing in most of its objectives during the course of a year of brutal 
military invasion of Afghanistan. U.S. official and other sources all recognize 
that the resistance movement has put up such stiff resistance that as far as the 
Kremlin is concerned there is no light at the end of the tunnel. 


During the course of the past year in Afghanistan, one State Department senior 
official has said, "they have had little success in building support for the Babrak 
Karmal regime, which faces widespread and growing alienation and resistance within 
Afghanistan. There is also almost a universal hostility to the Soviet presence 
which has intensified its problems, and although the Kremlin has been able to 

keep Karmal in power, he is regarded throughout Afghanistan as a mere Soviet puppet." 


Thousands of Afghan soldiers have defe.ted. The Afghan army force has dropped 
from 100,000 prior to the Soviet invasion to about 25,000. The continuing flow 
of refugees is another indication of the failure of the Soviet effort to subdue 
the Afghan countryside. A U.S. official has stated that one out of every ten of 
the population of the country is a refugee, and that more than one million have 
left their homeland for Pakistan and elsewhere. 


According to U.S. Government sources, a noteworth) development during the last 

few months has been the indications of better cooperation between nationalist 
groups in actions against the Soviet invaders. There are signs of some intertribal 
coordination and cooperation in a number of key provinces. The resistance is 
mainly focused on the Soviet intruders, and it is ironical that the resistance 

is combatting the intruders with equipment, small arms in particular, which they 
have wrested from Soviet troops or from defected Afghan soldiers.

The article said that Soviet behavior underlines its determination to maintain its 
grip on Afghanistan.

"From a Western perspective," it said, “it should also be c'ear that Moscow's 
continued and unhindered occupation of Afghanistan, and a possible Soviet move in 
the direction of the Persian Gulf, constitute a threat to American and Western 
credibility and, more immediately, to vital economic and security interests in 
the Gulf." 


The article held that whether the Soviets attempt other Afghan style operations in 
the region will depend on many factors, but a major one is likely to be the Western 
ability to contain Soviet power.

Crops are grow- 
ing well. It is estimated that the output of corn will reach 1.6 million tons this 
year and the country will be able to export more to its grain-deficient neighbours. 
Some manufactured goods are also available for export. These achievements will 
improve the economic strength of the country and serve as an impe*us to regional 
development. 


Independent Zimbabwe has secured for its neighbouring independent states a peace- 
ful environment which is another factor in favor of regional economic cooperation 
and development. Encouraged by the progress in Zimbabwe, the independent Southern 
African states are working out plans for this cooperation to reduce their economic 
dependence on South Africa. To this end, nine Southern African states held their 
first conference on coordinated development, at which they signed agreements on 
cooperation in communications and transport. 


Zimbabwe's independence represents a rebuff to the Soviet expansionist designs in 
Southern Africa. Since its success in putting Angola under its control, the Soviet 
Union has tried to extend its influence to Zimbabwe--an important target in Southern 
Africa for Moscow's strategy. This Soviet drive was thwarted thanks to the Zimbab- 
wean government's independent policy of active non-alignment. However, Moscow will 
not taking its reverse lying down and will miss no chance for a renewed attempt in 
Southern Africa.

{Text} Kinshasa, 31 Dec (XINHUA)--Mining and life in Shaba, the southern, copper 
and cobalt rich province of Zaire, have recovered from the ravages of two invasions 
by Soviet and Cuban-trained mercenaries in 1977 and i978. And there are signs of 
new progress. 


The Shaba region is called by the local people the “lungs of Zaire". Mines and 
factories of the General Mining Company of Zaire sprawled along a stretch of 300 
kilometers from the southeast to the northwest of the copper belt where several 
cities, have sprung up. 


The General Mining Company, Zaire's biggest enterprise vital for the country's eco- 
nomy, has overful illed the target of copper and cobalt output in the first three 
quarters of this -ear and is expected to produce 420,000 tons of copper and 15,000 
tons of cobalt this year, surpassing the output of 1978 or 1979, 


The soaring price of cobalt on the world market last year enabled the company to 
earn a large sum »f hard currency and its turnover reached to 1.54 billion U.S. 
dollars, 164 percent over that of the previous year. According to the estimate of 

a leading personnel of the company, the company's sales proceeds would go up fur- 
ther this vear if the world prices of copper and cobalt remain at the present higher 
level. Sixty-one percent of its hard currency earnings or more than half of the 
nation's hard currency revenue, was handed over to the government. This helped the 
government much i the repayment 450 million U.S. dollars of debt this year. 


During the two Shiba wars, large numbers of refugees had fled to Angola and Zambia. 
Since 1978, with che help of the office of the U.N. High Commission for Refugees, 
nearly 170,000 refugees have returned home. 


Vice-Governor Salum told this correspondent that self-sufficiency has been achieved 
in meat, eggs, checken and vegetables, thanks to the local government's agricultural 
program.

OAU CONFERENCE ON CHAD OPENS

[Text] Lagow, 23 Dec (KINHUA)}««The Fifth Conference on Chad opened here this 
morning under the auepices of the OAU to aseseas the aituation and seek a “lasting 
peace” in that war-ravaged country, 


The conference wae called after last week's civil war victory of Libyan-backed 
Chadian President Goukoun, Oueddei's forces over the former Defense Minister Habre's 
forces, 


In his opening eapeech, th: current chatrman of OAU, President Siaka Stevens of 
Sierra Leone said that the meeting is intended to “help our brothers in Chad 
reconcile themmelves one ‘o the other, and provide for that territory a atable and 
effective government nece wary for the atability and the development of Chad," 


He added that "foreign presence complicates the Chadian problem and make ite 
resolution much more difficult.” "We need the exclusion of foreign influence in 
Chad which had been recognized all along as a pre-requisite to the solution of 
the Chadian problem," he declared, 


Stevens appealed for the mobilisation of material and financial assistance to Chad 
for ite national reconstruction and the repatriation and rehabilitation of ite 
refugees, but "these are measures which can only be carried out effectively 
without foreign intervention in whatever form in Chad," he noted, 


President Shagari of Nigerta in hie welcome address called for the implementation 
of the other aspects of the Lagoe Accord which deal with pacification, reconatruc- 
tion and the rehabilitation of the Chadian people, 


Alao present at the conference are the presidente of Senegal, Benin, the Congo, 
Cameroon, the Central African Republic, Guinea, Niger and Togo, Minieter of 
Industry of Sudan |zadin Ham Ahmed [name ae received| on behalf of President 
Numayri, and Secretary-General of the OAU Kodjo, 


Yoreign Mintater ‘All at-Turayki of Libya arrived here after the opening ceremony,

NATO COUNCIL MINISTERIAL SESSION ENDS 
OW121922 Beijing XINHUA in English 1651 GMT 12 Dec 80 


[Text] Bruesele, 12 Dec (XINHUA)--The minieterial session of the North Atlantic 
Council wound up here today unanimously condemning the Soviet occupation of 
Afghaniatan and warning against a possible Soviet invasion of Poland. 


A communique tasued at the end of the conference says that the continuing military 
buildup of the Soviet Union, ite clear willingness, as seen in Afghanistan, to use 
force in disregard of the principles of the United Nations Charter, the Helsinki 
Final Act and international law, and the Soviet menace which hangs over Poland 
give cause for grave concern to the members of the alliance and to the entire 
international community. 


It points out that detente has been seriously damaged by Soviet actions. Poland, 
it declared, should be free to decide ite own future and the Soviet Union must 
observe the principle of nonintervention. 


The minieters at the session stressed that allied strength and cohesion are thus 
essential to the maintenance of stability and peace. United in purpose, their 
countries are determined to meet any challenge and to react in the manner which 
the gravity of thie development would require. 


Under present circumstances, the communique emphasizes, there is particular need 
to look to deterrence and defence. The allies will therefore take, individually 
or collectively, the defensive measures to meet the growth of Warsaw Pact capabi- 
lities and to deter any aggression. They reiterate the continuing implementation 
of various programmes and measures aimed at strengthening the allied defence. 


The communique states further that the Soviet occupation of Afghanistan is unaccep- 
table. The use of military force by the Soviet Government to impose ite will on 
the people of a neutral and nonaligned country belies its oft-repeated professions 
of friendship for the nations of the Third World, creating distrust about ite 
future intention. 


The ministers also deplored the war between Iraq and Iran, which caused further 
concern for the atability of the affected region. They underline the importance 
of maintaining freedom of navigation. 


At « press conference this afternoon, U.S. Secretary of State Edmund Muskie said 
that the ministerial session was one of the most satisfactory and positive he had 
ever attended. There is no doubt that relations between the U.S. and ite allies 
are excellent, he added,

WORLD CLIMATOLOGISTS URGE COOPERATION 


Asian Climatology Conference

[Text] Guangzhou, 20 Dec (XINHUA)=~The First Regional Technical Conference on 
Climate called here by the World Meteorological Organization (WMO) today appeals 
to nations in Asia and the Western Pacific to facilitate close cooperation among 
meteorologists, agricultural scientists and economists and others involved in 
food production and the use of water and energy resources. 


The appeal was made in a statement issued at the end of the Technical Conference 
on Climate for Asia and the Western Pacific, which was attended by many of the 
world's most well-known meteorologists and climatclogists as well as experts 
from some UN specialized agencies and other international bodies. 


Cooperative projects between nations in the region should be developed so that 
mutual benefit may be obtained by the exchange of expertise and resources in 
meteorology and climatology, the statement saves. 


It stresses full advancage must be ensured to be taken of the knowledge of climate 
influence in food production and the use of water and energy resources. 


The statement appeals to nations in the region to encourage research and develop- 
ment for the adaptation of available methodologies to suit local conditions and 
for the improvement of methodologies. 


All possible measures, the statement says, should be taken to ensure that climate 
information relating to food production and to the use of water and energy are 
identified, processed and made available, preferably in computer-compatible form. 


The statement points out that those responsible for decision-making in food 
production, management of water resources and energy supply in the nations in 
the region must be fully aware of the dominant influence of climate. 


"The use of climate knowledge will only be effective if meteorologists and 
climatologists work in direct association with hydrologists, agriculturists, 
economists and soil secientists as well as scientists and users in related fields," 
the statement says. 
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Government officials and aclentiats should work Cogether as a close-knit team

The week-long conference also appeals to UN spectalized agencies and other inter- 
national bodies to increase their assistance to nations in Asia and the Western 
Pacific in improving the application of climate knowledge particularly in the 
fields of food production and the use of energy anc water resources, "Continuing 
close collaboration" should be ensured between relevant UN specialized agencies 
and other international bodies in these activities, 


Speak ng of the reasons for the appeal, the document states that there are about 
2,000 million people at present Living in the region and this number will increase 
to about 3,000 million by the year 2000, A substantial increase in food production 
will be necessary if the goal of adequate nutrition for all people in the region 

is to be achieved, 


Water resources in the region are inadequately utilized at present and considerable 
improvement will be necessary if the demands in the year 2000 are to be satisfied, 
the statement continued. "A massive increase in energy consumption in the region 
is likely to occur between now and the year 2000." 


Climatologists Meet in Guangzhou

[Text] Guangzhou, 19 Dec (XINHUA)--World climatologists meeting here agree that 
it is still too soon to tell whether the globe is going to be getting warmer 
or cooler. 


It might take them two decades or even longer to see a preliminary general trend, 
they say, for the climate fluctuations involve both natural and human factors, 
which are very complicated. 


However, heated discussions on the present world climate trend have been going on 
here at the Technical Conference on Climate for Asia and Western Pacific since 
it opened on Monday. 


Some climatologists say that the growing increase of carbon dioxide released into 
the air in recent decades with the development of industry and other factors seem 
to lead to a global warming. The carbon dioxide layer in the atmosphere, they 
say, has a sort of greenhouse effect, that is, stopping the release of the heat 
on earth. 


Others say that the global temperature is declining because of the increased 
volcanic ash in the air, the sum spot activities and the vapour changes in the 
atmosphere, which have impacts on solar radiation, 


Bert Bolin, 55, professor of the University of Stockholm, Sweden, who is one of 
the world's several well-known meteorologists, said that the general trend is 

that the global climate seems to get warming and the leading factor is the release 
of huge amounts of carbon dioxide into the atmosphere. 





He said, the carbon dioxide released into the air this year might reach 8 billion 
tons and in 1979 the amount was 5.4 billion tons. By the year 2025, the figure is 
estimated to be around 14 billion tons. The average annual emission of carbon 
dioxide into the air in the past decade was about five billion tons, he added, 


The Swedish professor, who has been doing research in this field for 25 years said 
that among the total emission, 50 percent stays in the air, about 28 to 40 percent 
is absorbed by plants and the rest goes into the sea, 


According to some specialists here, carbon dioxide in the atmosphere has increased 
by 15 percent since the beginning of the industrial revolution in the early 18th 
century. Calculations show that if carbon dioxide in the air doubles, the average 
global temperature will go up one degree centigrade. 


And this may be possible by the middle of the next century if the estimated average 
annual increase of the fossil fuels like ofl and coal consumed is two percent, 
according to a U.S. Government report issued on 24 July 1980. This may happen 
earlier than estimated due to the growing felling of trees, the report says. 


If that being the case, the report continues, the temperature in the polar regions 
may perhaps go up by as many as 5 to 10 degrees centigrade, for the “greenhouse 
effect" of the carbon dioxide in these areas is obvious. 


Then the ice in the polar regions will melt and the sea will rise and people will 
have to abandon many of the coastal cities, the report claims. 


"I don't think that the carbon dioxide will double by the middle of the next 
century," argued Koichiro Takahashi, 67, professor of Waseda University, Japan. 


He said, if it should be the case, countries the world over will take various 
measures now to cope with this and cut down the carbon dioxide to be released. 
They may also turn to developing solar energy, wind and water power resources, 
he added. 


Besides, he stressed, reports have already said that the reserves of oil and coal 
today are limited on earth. 


"My research shows that there seems to be a slobal cooling," the well-known 
Japanese professor stated. He noted, the temperature began to decline in Asia 
in the 1960s and in Europe, in the 1940s. 


Factors behind the temperature declining are several, he explained. One is the 
increased airborne volcano ash in the recent decades. Before the 1940s, he 
recalled, few volcanoes erupted and this has also been noted by British, West 
German and some American specialists too. This, plus the sun spot activities and 
the vapour changes in the atmosphere have affected the solar radiation onto earth. 


But, he said, the cooling is not what is felt in the Ice Age or the Little Ice 
Age but may have impacts on crops. In Japan, he said, the average temperature 
decrease in the past 20 years or so was one degree centigrade and in some areas 
the decrease was bigger, hence, the output of rice, a major crop in Japan, went 
down 4 percent. 
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Chinese meteorologists state that global cooling seems to be the general climate 
trend. There has been a temperature decrease in the north polar region, Africa, 
southern China and eastern Atlantic in the past decade, said Wang Shaowu, associate 
professor of Beljing University. 


China has experienced cool summers in 1957, 1964, 1969, 1972 and 1976, the 48-year- 
old Chinese professor recalled. besides, he said, the average temperature from 
1971 to 1980 is lower than that from 1931 to 1960 despite the increased carbon 
dioxide released. 


"We all agree that the increase of carbon dioxide may lead to a temperature increase, 
but it's hard to say that the reason for the rise in temperature is the increase 
of carbon dioxide,"’ Wang Shaowu said, 


Basing themselves on extensive studies in Chinese meteorological records, naviga- 
tional logs, annals of various localities and ancient Literary works over the 
past 5,000 years, Chinese meteorologists maintain that the “changes” in the past 
decade are similar to those which had repeated in the past 500 years. 


"Never before did we dream of the human activities’ impact on climate, We said 
that or this is ‘independent of nature',"” an American professor commented, 


Besides, they noted, cooling or warming seems to have varied from place to place 
in terms of timing and period. 


But, they all stressed, it is an important issue to consider and research efforts 


must be encouraged and intensified so as to provide better meteorological service 
for the future development.

PLANS FOR MORE MOUNTAINEERING EXPEDITIONS BY FOREIGN TEAMS 
More Mountaineering Expeditions

[Text] Beijing, 29 Dec (XINHUA)--Two mountaineering expeditions from Austria and 
Japan and three American trekking teams will come to China next year, the Chinese 
Mountaineering Association (CMA) said here today. 


A 16-member expedition from the Austrian Alpine Club will challenge the northwest 
face of the 7,546-meter Mount Muztagata, one of the high peaks in northwest 
China's Xinjiang Uygur autonomous region from 31 August to 26 September next year. 


A trekking team from the American Mountain Travel Inc. will tour the same area 
in June next year, but their highest climb will be to a point at an altitude of 
5,600 meters. 


The CMA said that a Japanese expedition, organized by the Japanese National 
Railways Mountaineering Federation, will climb the 5,445-meter Mount Bogda also 
in Xinjiang in July next year. The team will be led by Ken Kambayashi and the 
climbing route will be decided later. 


Two trekking teams from the American Mountain Travel Inc. and another from the 
Mountain Travel Nepal Inc. will also trek the mountain in autumn next year after 
touring the well-known scenic spot Tianchi, or “Heavenly Lake," near Mount Bogda 
in the eastern part of the Tianshan Mountains. 


Mount Bogda is one of the half a dozen peaks over 5,000-meters high and dozens 
more exceeding 4,000 meters ir the vicinity hitherto unclimbed, the CMA said. 
The snow-capped Mount Muztagata, known as the "father of the icy mountains," 
was ascended for the first time by a combined Sino-Soviet expedition in 1956. 
Three Americans reached the top on skis in July of this year. 


Since the opening of eight mountains to foreign expeditions earlier this year, 
more than 70 protocols have been signed for climbing and trekking in 1981, the 
CMA said. In addition to the groups mentioned, other visiting teams from Australia, 
Britain, France, Italy, New Zealand and Switzerland will also assay the peaks. 
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U.S. Team to Climb Qomolangma

[Text] Beijing, 13 Dec (XINHUA)--Two American trekking teams will tour the area 
of Mount Qomolangma (known abroad as Everest) in China's Tibet autonomous region 
next year, it was learned from the Chinese Mountaineering Association (CMA) here 
today. 


In November 1981, a team organized by the company Mountain Travel Nepal Incorpora- 
tion, composed of both mountaineers and tourists will climb to 5,000 meters where 
expeditions used to establish their basecamps. The team will be led by Albert 
Read, managing director of the company. It will not attempt to reach the 8,848- 
meter summit. 


The CMA said the team will come to the Mount Qomolangma area after touring the 
area of the world's 14th highest peak, Mount Xixabangma, also reaching 5,000 meters. 


Another Qomolangma team from American Mountain Travel Inc., 30 people in all, 
will divide into two groups and trek the mountain area between September and 
October next year. Their highest climb will also be to the 5,000-meter basecamp. 


These tours will follow an Australian Qomolangma team, which plans to climb a 
6,600-meter glacier on the world's highest peak between 20 April and 20 May. 


The CMA said that American Mountain Travel Inc. also will send an eight-member 


trekking team to the 7,556-meter Mount Gongga area in southwest China's Sichuan 
Province between May and June next year. The team will be led by Leo le Bon.

MADRID SECURITY CONFERENCE ADJOURNS 19 DECEMBER

[Text] Madrid, 19 Dec (XINHUA)--The European Security Conference adjourned here 
today after 6 weeks of fruitless debate. The next session is scheduled for 
27 January next year. 


This followup European Security Conference, opened on 11 November, was attended 
by delegates from 35 countries from Europe (with the exception of Albania), the 
United States and Canada. A 2-month preparatory session was held before the 
conference. 


The conference was called in a rush without an agenda which was scheduled to be 
worked out at the preparatory session. During deliberations on the execution of 

the final act adopted at the 1975 Helsinki Conference, delegates from the Western, 
neutral and non-aligned countries censured the Soviet Union for its invasion of 
Afghanistan and hunan rights violations. They pointed out that the Soviet action 
“constitutes a serious infringement on the principles of the Helsinki Final Act," 
"has pushed detente to an abyss" and that “there cannot be separate detente in 
Europe” under the current situation. The Soviet delegate resorted to sophistry 

at the meeting to ivert accusation and blamed the West instead for sabotaging detente. 


As the conference entered its fifth week, delegates from the East and the West 
had put forward over 80 proposals on East-West relations, ranging from European 
disarmament, security in the Mediterranean, human rights and energy to what joint 
actions are to be taken against terrorism. 


Western officials said they were pessimistic about these proposals, since at 
the 1977 Belgrade Conference only 3 out of the 106 proposals advanced were adopted. 


Western news agencies reported that the Western countries are uneasy over rumours 
that the Soviet Union is about to intervene militarily in Poland. Under such a 
situation, public opinion in the West is skeptical over what results the next 
European security session will produce. 
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BELJING HOSTS NEW YEAR'S PARTY FOR FOREIGN STUDENTS

A 23-year-old student from Madagascar, Johanesa, who majors in traditional Chinese 
medicines, told XINHUA that he wanted to bring this ancient Chinese culture back 
to his country to serve his motherland, however, he said, the only thing that wor- 
ried him was whether these herbal medicines were available in his country or not. 


A very young Kampuchean girl student Matieng who came to China from guerrillas 
areas last March said she was now preparing herself for her future task of lLiber- 
ating and building up her motherland. She said that the teachers and schoolmates 
were good to her and she felt very much at home here. “War has deprived me of a 
proper education and I will do my utmost to catch it up here," she added. Twenty- 
two-year-old Vernon K. Fowler, a graduate student from Leeds University in England 
is now studying classical Chinese literature at Beijing University. He said he 
liked his study and his teachers and wished for more contacts with other Chinese 
students. 


Pu Tongxiu, vice-minister of education, attended the party and extended greetings 
to the students on behalf of the ministry. 


Bai Jiefu, vice-mayor of Beijing, also addressed the party. He said he hoped stu- 
dents of all countries present would join hands to work for world peace and progress. 


There are now 930 foreign students studying in 15 Beijing universities and colleges. 
Many of them have left Beijing to spend their Christmas and New Year holidays 
elsewhere.

[Contributing commentator's article: ‘Strive to Kalee Consciousness in Implement ing 
the ‘Guiding Principles'"| 


[Text] Since the “guiding principles for inner-party political Life" wae officially 
announced, there has been marked improvement in our party atyle, but the implementa- 
tion of these principles varies from place to place, 


Many comrades have set good examples, put strict demands on themselves, unewervingly 
implemented the party's line and policies, strictly abided by the party's organiza- 
tional principles and discipline, shared the people's weal and woe and been conacien- 
tious in preserving their qualities as public servants of the people, Such comrades 
are growing in number. The masses love and respect these comrades, From their 
deeds, one can see the restoration and the carrying forward of the party's fine tra- 
dition, and thie fortifies our confidence in engaging in the building of the four 
modernizations, 


Some comrades have been basically good in implementing the “guiding principles" but 
they have indeed violated the "guiding principles” on this or that question, How- 
ever, once they found out about their own errors, they were able to give top 
priority to the will of the party and the people, humbly accept the party organiza- 
tions’ and the masses’ criticiam and supervision and seriously rectify their errors. 
The masses welcome these comrades’ attitude of correcting mistakes as soon as they 
become aware of them. They continue to trust them and to support their work. 

[words indistinct) actions have not lived up to their words. They continue to do 
things in violation of the “guiding principles.” Some of them have even been in- 
fected with a despicable decadent style. They often find excuses to stall, refute 
and deny other people's exposure and criticiem. Some even use their official powers 
to seek opportunities to carry out revenge. These actions which undermine the party 
atyle and discipline have adversely affected the party's prestige and created a very 
bad influence among the masses. They have often been the cause of the failure of 
the party's propaganda and education work to achieve desired results, Many comrades 
are quite worried that the socialist cause pioneered by the revolutionaries of the 
older generation will be ruined by these people. 


To most comrades, problems appearing in the implementation of the “guiding princi- 
ples” mainly reflect the discrepancies in their training in and mastery of the party 








apirit and the differences in their level of consctousness in following the “guid. 
ing principles.” Then, how do we change the situation of low level of consetous- 
news? Firat, it depends on the comrades’ constant remolding of their subjective 
world in the process of transforming the objective world; second, it depends on the 
masses’ wtrict supervision; third, it depends on the party organizations’ constant 
education and inspection, 


Our party ta a political party of the working class, Every member of the party ta 
a vanguard fighter for the people's interests, This requires that all party mem 
bers, particularly party cadres, etrive to cultivate the noble quality of being 
willing to be the people's public servant and not the people's overlord, This tes 
the ideological basta for conscientiously implementing the "guiding principles," 
There are many comrades who might not be able to memorize apecific atipulations in 
the "guiding principles" but their actions comply with the requirements of the 
“guiding principles.” The moat important reason for thie te that they wholeheart- 
edly devote themselves to serving the people, They joined the party not in order 
to become officiale or to fiah for “benefita” for themmelves, their family, rela- 
tives and friends but to better work for the greatest interests of the greatest 
number of people. Therefore, at all times and under any kind of circumstances, 
they always place themselves in the position of an ordinary worker, maintain close 
contacts with the masses, faithfully do good things for the people and do not do 
anything which harms the people's interests, Vrecisely because they do not pursue 
selfish intereata and do not worry about personal gains and losses, they are open- 
hearted and guileless, are able to seek truth from facta, dare to conduct aelf- 
ecritictem and dare to struggle againat all kinds of unhealthy tendencies, apgainat 
bad people and bad things in political life and atrictly abide by the rules in 
their material life. However, we cannot overlook the fact that there are some 
comrades who are selfish, As their positions get higher and as the power they hold 
grows greater, the diatance between them and the masses grows wider, Buresucratiam 
and the privilege-seeking mentality grow in them, They forget that they are public 
servants of the people and often consider themselves as above the restrictions of 
party discipline and state laws, When it comes to these comrades, to seriously 
follow the “guiding principles," the moat important thing ta for them to get rid 

of the diatracting thoughts of seeking selfiah interests, to always think of the 
people's interests and to strive to raise their consciousness as public servants 

of the people. 


It ls necessary to encourage and support the masses in conducting critictem inside 
and outaide the party from the grass roots level to the top in order to make the 
cadres heighten their consciousness in abiding by discipline and obeying the law, 
This ia not only because our position as the ruling party can easily make some of 
our comrades look at themselves as special and forget to rely on the masses and 
make some people with unhealthy thinking abuse thel: power, but also because the 
Lin Mao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutlonary cliques have seriously damaged the 
party's fine tradition and corrupted many party members, Some of these party mem- 
bere are etill violating laws and discipline, and they are not only unashamed of 
what they are doing but take pride in their deeds, To heal the internal injury 
inflicted on the body of the party by the 10 years of turmoil, we must strengthen 
criticiem and supervision by the masses inside and outside the party and we need 
the force of public opinion in soctety. At present, some comrades in the party 
are atill worried abouc the masses’ conducting open criticiam, This attitude has 
objective causes, During the “great cultural revolution,” the method of “great 
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democracy" wae advocated and "the broad massen of people were openly and extennively 
mobilised from top to bottom to expose the darker aide of our party." Yet tn the 
end, this wae used by the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques to 
Create chaos in the party and atate, to usurp party power and to attack and perae- 
oute 4 great number of cadres, We must firmly bear in mind thie painful lesson, 
Today, by stressing the importance of encouraging and supporting eritietam and 
supervision from the bottom to the top, we are certainly not repeating the erroneous 
methods used during the "great cultural revolution.” On the contrary, we are atrive 
ing to guide the masses to correctly use the weapon of criticiom under the guiding 
principle of soclaliat democracy, to be realiatic and tactful and to adopt the 
attitude of doing things for othera' good and curing the tlinesas to save the patient, 
At the same time, in terme of methods, we have been careful in diatingulshing among 
different aituationa and dealing with problems rationally, For example, some people 
are crittetsed within the party organization, some in thelr own unite; some are 
eriticized in documenta circulated within the party, while others, whose deeds 
conatitute very serious cases or are typical and have great aignificance for educa- 
tional purposes, can aleo be openly exposed in newspapers, We must see that the 
masses long for the four modernizationn, that they pin their hopes on the party's 
leadership, place atrict demands on the party's cadres and dare to criticize the 
cadres’ shortcomings, errora and unhealthy practices, Aas for their direct eritictem 
of and supervision over the leaders of the party and atate, thie ta a good thing, It 
shows their enthusiasm in cheriehing the party's cadres and caring for the cause of 
the party. This enthusiasm is very commendable, We must safeguard it and never 
defeat it; we must direct it and never suppress it. Of course, in the process of 
conducting eritictam, there are bound to be a few people who desire nothing but 
chaos and who will take the opportunity to create confusion or even totally negate 
the party's leadership on the pretext of criticizing the shortcomings of party 
cadres. There ta nothing to worry about. We need not be scared and panice-stricken, 
As long ae our guidance ia correct, even thie kind of behavior will be helpful in 
educating and training the cadres and masses in the process of carrying out social- 
iat democracy and conducting critictam and self-criticitam, 


Aside from criticiam and supervision from the bottom to the top, there must also 

be education, inapection and supervision by the party organization in order to 
achieve better resulta in the effort to heighten the consciousness of party members 
and cadres in abiding by the “guiding principles.” In some departments and unites, 
the reason why the “guiding principles” have not been implemented is because the 
party organizations in those unita have been lax in their work in this aspect, 

These party organizations usually do not take the initiative to solve the problema 
involving leading cadres in their units, They have to wait until the higher organi- 
zations intervene, until the leading comrades tasue inatructions or until the masses 
are infuriated and the contradictions have intensified before reluctantly solving 
the problem in a possaive way. That is very improper. This phenomenon existe mainly 
because leading cadres in those units cannot do without considering personal feel- 
ings. ‘They only care about saving “face” but not about the influence of their deeds 
on the party. Some of them are under the influence of the old idea of “one merit 
covers up a hundred demerits.” They think that as long as a person ia a good 

cadre, even his mistakes must be “forgiven.’ Some are afraid to involve many people 
or are afraid that once they stir up the “hornet's neat," they will not be able to 
handle it. Others sympathize with each other, They are afraid that once they 
offend others, they themselves will be exposed to attack, These cadres protect 

each other. We must resolutely change this situation and help the party organiza- 
tions in those units to regain their vitality, to dare to uphold principles, 
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promote justice, conduct eritictam and self-ceritictam and atrengthen education 
and supervision of party members and cadres, particularly the leading cadres, 
These who show contempt for party discipline and defy the law, no matter who they 
are, must be exposed, Those who refuse to repent must be subject to party dinci- 


plinary action, Does this mean "punishing without education"? No, The "gang of 
four" wae smashed more than 4 yeara ago; it has been 2 yeara wince the Third 

Plenary Senaion of the Party Central Committee put forth the task of rectifying 
party atyle and upholding party dlacipline, and almost a year has passed aince the 
Fifth Plenary Session officially announced the "guiding principles" to the whole 
party. During thie pertod, internal party documents and leading cadres of the 
Central Committee have discussed the problem of rectifying party atyle at length. 
There has also been a great number of criticlama and appeala from the masses, 

They have been urging ue time and again with good intentions, Under such cireum- 
stances, how can we say that it ia “punishing without educating" to subject those 
who are not conscientious to dieciplinary action? Heaides, criticizing in cirecu- 
lare cadres’ mistakes in violating discipline and punishing them ta not meant to 
overthrow them and make their names atink, but to save them and educate everyone, 
During the time Lin Bilao, Jiang Qing and company were wreaking havoc, criticiam 
inside and outside the party was very abnormal, Until now, people #till have the 
misconception that once certain mistakes of a cadre are openly criticized, it means 
that this cadre has made other serious mistakes and that he must naturally be dia- 
missed and overthrown, Some comrades even think that only "people to be overthrown" 
should be openly criticized or that it ta only when these errors have developed to a 
hopeless stage that they should be exposed, Otherwise, they must not be exposed or 
criticized, At present, we are attempting precisely to change this abnormal method, 
We are advocating timely, realiatic and well-intentloned criticiam in order to pre- 
vent minor problema, from developing into serious ones, 


The quality of party atyle of the ruling party ia a matter of life and death for 
the party. Negligence of thie problem or setting the rectification of party style 
againat the building of four modernigationea and atability and unity ta erroneous 
and harmful, Today, there are many conditions favorable to the rectification of 
party atyle. Aas long as the broad masses of party members, particularly the party 
cadres, atrive relentiessly and firmly to uphold the sanctity of party discipline, 
it is absolutely possible to induce a basic change in party style within a short 
apan of time,

DISCIPLINE AGAINST OFFICLAL CORRUPTION ASSERTED 
Seeking Private Gain Denounced

One's Office To Seek Private Gain") 


{[Text) The party committee of the Hainan District has made the decision and, with 
the approval of the provincial party committee, dealt severely with the erroneous 
conduct of the former secretary of the party committee and chairman of the revolu- 
tionary committee of Chengmai County Wang Yueqing [3769 1471 7230], deputy secretary 
of the county party committee and vice chairman of the revolutionary committee Zeng 
Xiengji (2562 43862 6549), and former member of the standing committee of the county 
party committee and vice chairman of the revolutionary committee Wu Xianming [0702 
7359 2494] in using their office to seek private gains; in doing so, it hase upheld 
the party's discipline, asserted the forthright spirit of the proletariat, and re- 
flected the demands of the vast ranke of the masses, and was therefore very popular, 


As leading cadres of the county party committee and in « situation in which the Party 
Central Committee repeatedly stressed the restoration and © «itation of the party's 
fine tradition and working style, Comrades Wang Yueqing, “© 4 Xiangji and Wu Xianming 
should ordinarily have followed such discipline and obeyed the law and done a good 
job in exemplifying the party's working style, thus guiding the masses well in carrying 
out our four modernizations conetruction with one heart and one mind, But they some- 
how chose to ignove the interests of the party and the state and overlook party die- 
cipline and state law, and exhibited, instead, a yen for using their office to seek 
private gains, They illegally expropriaced people's land, and made use of the state's 
three major construction materials to build their private houses; they approved at 
random the use of foodgrain, the establishment of households, and the use of workers 
beyond the planned figure, and thereby sabotaged the party's relevant policies and 
prescriptions. Their muddle-headed conduct seriously ruined the party's working 
atyle, damaged the party's authority and credence, and exerted a very bad influence 
so that it became a custom for cadres of Chenghai County to use their office to build 
their own private houses and for agricultural households to enter the city, resulting 
in hampering the four modernisations construction and causing vehement dissatiafaction 
on the part of the vast ranke of the masses, In order to educate these comrades 
themeelves, educate the vast ranks of party members and cadres, do a good job in ex- 
emplifying and enforcing strict party discipline, and salvage the party's influence, 
it was entirely necessar’ for the provincial party committee and regional party com- 
mittee to deal with them severely, 
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Our party te the advanced contingent of China's working clase; every Communtat, ire 
respective of the post he oceuples, te a public servant of soctety and a servant of 
the people, te has only the duty to serve the people diligently and no right to seek 
privilege in politics and in hie life, At any and all time he must place the interest 
of the people, and the interest of the state in the foremowt position, and prepare 

at any and all time to sacrifice hia individual interest or even life to defend and 
protect the interents of the party and the people; under no circumstances it te per 
missible for them to use the office conferred upon them by the party and the people 
to seek private gains, to damage the public in order to benefit himmelf, he te not 


going to be accommodated by party discipline and atate law and should hence be pun- 
lahed accordingly. 


The fect that comrades such ae Wang Yueqing and others have made such miatakes tulle 
ue once more that we can definitely not underestimate the remant poisons of Lin 
Biao and the “gang of four." Out of their need to usurp party and state power, Lin 
Biao and the "gang of four" unecrupulously trampled party discipline and party law 
under their feet, spread corrupt ideas to poison our party membera and cadres, and 
hence caused the working etyle of our party to sustain serious damage, After the 
emashing of the "gang of four," the party's fine traditions and working etyle were 
restored and exalted, But the remant poison of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" hae 
wtill not been eliminated entirely; the corrupt ideas they spread, such as "power 

ie everything,” "power does not become defunct after a certain period," ete,, are 
atill functioning in the minds of some of our comrades; the erroneous conduct on the 
part of comrades such as Wang Yueqing and others is an example, There are alao 
people who have made mistakes similar to those of Comrades Wang Yueqing, ete, In 
our party there are indeed some comrades in whose minds the word "self" awella to 
eapectally inflated proportions; they want to take advantage of the atatua of the 
party in power to reap some “benefits,” thinking that “when one te in office, one 
ueually hae many friends, but when one ia out of office, one does not even have too 
many relatives; thus they take the office conferred upon them by the party and the 
people as their capital to make private profits, to fatten their own pockets at the 
expense of the public, feeling no shame but even assuming a sense of glory, Whatever 
might be the interest of the party, the interest of the people, or the interest of 
the state iw not at all registered in their eyes, No matter how often the party Cen- 
tral Committee repeats ite prohibition againat using one'a office to seek private 
gains, they hear nothing and continue to do what they please, Some use their power 
to grab materials, connive with people at home and abroad, and turn around to sell 
the gooda of the atate in order to make inatant profite, Some take advantage of 
their authority to approve the use of money, the use of materiale, the use of food- 
graine, the eatablishment of households, the recruitment of workers, and their power 
to approve the departure from porte and trips abroad to accept gifte and bribes, 

Some illegally occupy people's land, and use the wmiterials, vehicles and manpower 

of the state and the collectives to build their own houses at the offietal prices or 
even gratia, Some violate established policies and regulations to move relatives and 
and friends from the countryside into the towns ond cities to estabileh their house- 
holds there, to have them consume commercial ciuju, to help relatives and friends 

get admitted into echools and obtain jobs, or get promotions and obtain apecital 
privileges, Some appropriate public funds to invite people and buy gifta, wine and 
dine to thelr heartea' content, Some turn public into private possessions, make use 
of public things, etc, We must discover and expose such lawless conduct detrimental 
to the interestea of the party and the estate, deal with it severely with no appeasement 
or accommodation whatsoever, 








To rectify the party's working style, make the party's discipline strict, strengthen 
and improve the party's leadership, and elevate the party's fighting stamina ia an 
urgent task that lies belore us, “Some Regulations Concerning Inner-Party Political 
Life" requires that "com adea of the whole party must exert their revolutionary 
apirit, thoroughly eliminate the remant potaon of Lin Biao and the ‘gang of four,' 
stam out various interferences, and do a good job in thie great undertaking of 
maintaining party discipline and party law and exemplifying well the party's working 
style which concerns the success or failure of the four modernigationsa and the future 
and destiny of the party and the eatate." For thie reason, party organizations at all 
levels must convey to all our party members the decision of the provincial party com- 
mittee and regional party committee to deal with the mistakes made by Comrades Wang 
Yueqing and others, combine with the substantiation «{ the apirit of the Fifth Plenary 
of the llth Party Central Committee ani the atudy of the "Regulations" and the re- 
viewed draft of the Party Constitution, and develop relevant discussions, so as to 
carry out an education on party atyle and diacipline among the vast ranks of the 
party members and cadres, Every Communiat Party member, especially the party's 
leading cadre, must absorb a leason from the mistakes of Comrades Wang Yueqing and 
others and take it as a warning, and proceed to check against and inapect his own 
work, thinking and atyle according to the requirements of the "Regulations." Whatever 
le not in accord with the requirements he must take the initiative to correct, #0 as 
to do hile beat to becom a qualified party member, Those who have made serious mis- 
takes but inalat on going on without repentance must be severely dealt with, 


Wang Yueqing, Others Punished

"Ignoring Party Discipline, Using Office To Seek Private Gains: Former Secretary 
of Chengmat County Party Committee Wang Yueqing and Others Are Severely Dealt With") 


[Text}] The Hainan Regional Party Committee recently made a decision and, with the 
approval of the Guangdong Provincial Committee of the Chinese Communist Party, pro- 
ceeded to deal severely with the mistakes on the part of former secretary of the 
county party committee and chairman of the revolutionary committee of Chenghal 

County Wang Yueqing, deputy secretary of the county party committee and vice chairman 
of the revolutionary committee Zeng Xiongji, and former member of the standing com 
mittee of the county party committee and vice chairman of the revolutionary committee 
Wu Xianming in becoming, while in office, sertously oblivious of organization and 
oblivious of discipline, and in violating the party's policies, using their office 

to illegally expropriate other people's land, making use of the three major materials 
of the state to build their private houses, and approving at random the use of food- 
graine, the establishment of hovseholds, and so on: 1) The punishment of dismissal 
from the office of secretar, of the county party committee was meted out to Wang 
Yueqing; the punishment of serious inner-party warning wae meted out to Zeng Xiang){ 
and Wu Xianming. 2) The private houses built by Wang Yueqing, Zeng Xiangji and Wu 
Xianming were confiacated and put under the control of the housing and property de- 
partments; their construction expenses were given back to them by the housing and 
property departments according to actual expenditure. 3) The question as to Chengmai 
County's approval, in violation of established policies and regulations, of households 
that were moved into the city and coverted to the consumption of commercial crops 

and of workers recruited beyond the planned figure, it should be properly dealt with 
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according to the spirit of the provistons of pertinent central and provincial docu- 
ments, 4) The situation about how mistakes of Comrades Wang Yueqing, Zeng Xiang) 
and Wu Xianming were dealt with was circularized within and without the party, #o 
that it could be combined with the study and carrying out of che "Regulations" in the 
conduct of a serious education among the vast ranks of the party members and cadres 
to arrest thie devious wind and to exemplify well the party's good working style, 


Comrades Wang Yueqing, Zeng Xiangji and Wu Xlanming originally lived in separate 

public apartments; yet they still took advantage of their office to Lllegally expro- 

priate other people's land and made use of the state's threes major materiale to build 

their separate private houses, Comrade Wang Yueqing occupted 339,56 square meters | 
of land and built 228.17 square meters of housing; Comrade Zeng Xiangji occupled 

328.9 square meters of land and built 157.55 square meters of housing; Comrade Wu 

Xianming occupied 387./° square meters of land and built 254.8 square meters of 

housing. 


In 1971, the Guangdong provincial revolutionary committee already prescribed: an ex- 
propriation of 10 mu and more of farm land must be submitted to the provincial re- 
volutionary committee for approval, But after only a little discussion among menbers 
of the standing committee, Comrades Wang Yueqing and others immediately took it upon 
themselves to use the pretext of "constructing dormitories for the cadres and staff 
members and workers: and set the condition of an exemption of the purchase of 4,052 
jin of public grains, and illegally expropriated 42.49 mu of land (of which 15 mu 
were water fields) from the Zhongzhai Brigade in Chengcheng Commune to build private 
houses for themselves and other cadres (while collecting the prices on the lot areas 
a cated). Only afterwards did they submit reports to the provincial and regional 
revolutionary committees. The provincial and regional revolutionary committees both 
gave clear replies expressing disagreement with their expropriation of the land; but 
they still ignored the opinions of the superior levels and id as they pleased, 

‘hen their houses were still noc built and when they were just getting started in 
construction, in March 1979, the principal leading cadre of the regional party com 
mittee sought repeatedly to criticize and stop them, But they were oblivious of or- 
ganization and discipline; on the one hand, they conveyed the opinion of the leading 
cadre of the regional party committee to cadres from the bureau and upward at the 
county level of organs, and even issued a circular in the name of the county revolu- 
tionary committee to request the cadres to stop constructing private houses on the 
expropriated land; yet on the other hand, they continued to build their own houses, 
During the construction they took advantage of their office to fatten their own 
pockets at the expense of the public; through various channels and in che name of 
public use, and according to the prices for public use or even gratis, they approp- 
riated the three major materials, vehicles and manpower of the state and the collec- 
tives, Comrade Wang Yueqing requested 99 tous of cement, 1.27 tons of steel bars, 
and 9.44 cubic meters of lumber. Comrade Zeng Xiang)' used 16 tons of cement, 460 
kilograms of steel bars, and 2.2 cubic meters of lumber. Comrade Wu Xianming used 

25 tone of cement, 4.48 tons of steel bars, and 5.71 cubic meters of lumber, These 
materials that they requested were mostly bought at the price for public use, with 
surcharges added to the purchase of such cement and steel bars by private individuals 
exempted, They mobilized vehicles from units such as factories, communes, farms, 
official organs, troops, and petroleum teams to trinsport materials for themselves, 
to some of these vehicles they paid no transportation fees; to some, they paid only 
gasoline costs; and some were simply used gratis. For example, Comrades Wang Yueqing 
and Wu Xianming repeatedly requested vehicles from the Nanhai petroleum team without 
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paying any tranapo. .ation fees, They both asked only once for one l5«ton cruck each 
to transport cement for them {rom Chahe cement plant; the round trip wae 336 kilo- 
mtera aad the transportation fee for each was more than 450 yuan (not counting the 
coat for the trip back after unloading), but not a eingle penny of this was paid by 
them, Besides, they also used lumber {rom some farma, communes and production bri- 
gedes gracias, 


The Party Central Committee has repeatedly issued the order to strictly control the 
moving of populetion from the countryside into the cities. But Comrades Wang Yueqing, 
Zong Xiangji and Wu Xianming ignored the relevant regulations and took advantage of 
their office to approve at random the use of foodgrains and the establishment of 
households, Since 1978, Comrades Wang Yueqing and others have issued approval slips 
to the relevant departments to handle as many as 66 households with 224 persons, 

of countryside population in their entry into the city to establish themselves there, 
under such approval, there were 69 households, with 231 persons, converted to the 
consumption of commerical crops, and 42 workere recruited beyond the planned figure, 


Moat of these foodgrains, households and workers recruited beyond the planned figure 
they approved were not in accord with estabiished policies and + .. ona; some of 
them were approved as a measure of private favor, for the purpo: of atriking up de- 
sired relations, or for making private gains. Under the influe of Comrades Wang 
Yueqing and others, other leading cadres of the county party coms.:iee (except cer- 
tain individuals) also followed suit by iseuing approval slips at randun, In April 
1979, in particular, foodgrain departments at the superior level discovered that the 
problem of countryside population moving into the city was very scrious, and had 
already pointed this out to the county party committee in time; but they continued 
to approve at random, In May, under the presiding of a deputy secretary of the 
county party committee, they approved, in the fashion of a commando raid, as many as 
107 households, with 280 persons, to enter the city in onesingle session, This re- 
suited in large contingents of countrysice population entering the city, Thus in 
the {iret 8 months of 1979 alone, people entering the city exceeded the controlled 
target for the whole year by 15 times, and workers recruited also exceeded the plan- 
ned figure by more than 1,000 persons, Apart from these, Comrades Wang Yueqing and 
Wu Xianming also used their office to take possession of public things and turn them 
into private possessions, Wang Yueqing took possession, from his public office, of 
twu radios, two electric fans, one three-use machine; he also used a watch valued at 
more than 500 yuan and a bicycle of the Phenix Brand to exchange a watch valued at 
more than 900 yuan from a physician who had just returned to work after the policies 
were put into effect, thus taking advantage of the latter. Wu Xianming took poss- 
ession of a three-use machine (now returned) and one bass speaker. 


The mistakes made by Comrades Wang Yueqing and others were repeatedly investigated, 
and thus verified, by the commission for inspecting discipline of the Nanhai regional 
party committee in conjunction with other concerned departments. The standing com 
mittee of the regional party committee conducted serious discussion twice on this, 
and then made the decision to deal with them and also report it to the provincial 
party committee for approval. The decision pointed out that, as leading cadres of 
the county party committee and at a time when the Party Central Committee repeatedly 
atreased the restoration and exaltation of the party's fine traditions and working 
atyle and when the focus of work of the whole party was being shifted to soctalist 
four modernizations construction, Comrades Wang Yueqing, Zeng Xianji and Wu Xianming 
chose not to lead the masses well in working on four modernizations construction with 
one heart and one mind, but to indulge in using their office to seek private gains, 
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seriously ignore organisation and discipline in violation of the party's policies 
and regulations, and thus create a very bad influence, Their mistakes are serious, 
Ae the principal leading cadre of the county party committee, Comrade Wang Yueqing 
must bear the main responsibility in thie regard; Comrades Zeng Xieng)t and Wu 
Kianming muet aleo bear certain responsibilities, After criticlom and asetetance 
were rendered to them by the organisation, they recognised their own mietakes and 
financially aleo made som refund and repayment, in view of their mistakes and their 
recognition of them in their attitude and i. order to educate them and to educate the 
vast ranke of the party members and cadres, exemplify well the party's good working 
atyle, clgorously enforce party diecipline, and elevate the party's fighting stamina, 
it wae decided to deal with them severely, The regional party committee demanded 
that party organisations at various levele all combine with their study of "Some 
Regulations Concerning lnner-Party Political Life" and the revieed draft of the new 
Party Constitution to develop discussions, and carry out a political and tdeological 
education on party etyle and party discipline among the vast ranke of the party mem 
bers, in the case of conduct in violation of party discipline on the part of party 
members and cadres, especially the party's leading cadres, who weed their office to 
week private gains, who fattened their own pockets at the expense of the public, and 
who built private houses and approved the ua of foodgrains and eatabliahment of 
households, etc., effort muat be made to seriously inevect and severely deal with them 
accordingly. 


The decision also pointed out, the other two deputy secretaries of the Chengmal County 
Party Committee aleo bore certain responsibilities in the handling of questions such 
ae illegal expropriation of land and random approval of the use of foodgraina and 
eatabliahment of householda; they were required to make profound self-examination, 


The deciaton finally required all party organizations and party members at various 
levels, easpectally leading cadres, to absorb lessons from the mistakes of Comrades 
Wang Yueqing and others, take them as a warning, and seriously study the "Regulations" 
and the revised draft of the new Party Conatitution and thereby check againat and 
inepect their own work, thinking and style; whatever ia found not in accord with re- 
quirements must be actively corrected, in the case of those whose mistakes are found 
to be serious but who ineiet on continuing their ways, serious puntehment must be 
meted out to them,

EXTRAVAGANT EATING, DRINKING BY CADRES CRITICLZED 
Reasons for Prevalence

{Text} Following the implementation o° the "Guiding Principles Regarding Inner- 
Party Life" within the whole party, the practice of extravagant eating and drinking 
everywhere has been checked in some degree but not totally stopped. of the 
unite have varied their tactics so as to continue the practice of extravagant eating 
and drinking, using all sorte of pretexts and taking advantage of every opportunity. 
Why can't thie unhealthy tendency be quickly checked? It te understood that the 
reasons are as follows: 


1. The sense of law and discipline on the part of some party member cadres is 
becoming blunted. The Party Central Committee has long since repeated ite in- 
junctions on the tesue of extravagant eating and drinking. They juet will not 
listen, but persist in their old waye as before, Some of the units have made self- 
criticieoms on thie teeue, but before long they continue to comic the same old 
mistakes. Some of the unite have made self-criticioms on thie ieeue, but before 
long they continue to commit the same old mistakes. Some of the unite decided to 
correct the evil trends of party members at party delegate conferences, but soon 
afterward commemorative albums were distributed and large-scale dinner parties 
were held even before the conferences ended. Some of the party leaders spoke 
earnestly about party discipline at party delegate conferences, and immediately 
after that they indulged in extravagant eating and drinking regardless of party 
discipline. 


2. Some of the leading bodies and leading cadres themselves are not upright. When- 
ever they vieit lower unite, ¢ like to get someone to offer them food and drink. 
Some of the “inspection parties,” “visiting groups,” or “groups for conveying 
greetings and appreciation" dispatched by the leading bodies aleo indulge in estra- 
vagant eating and drinking by taking part in various “on-the-spot seetings ,” 
“appraieal meetings,” or “exchange seetings” at various places. They eat and drink 
wherever they go. Some members of the operational departments with real powers 
frequently take the quality of the food provided as « basie for judging the achieve- 
ments of departments at lower levele in order to determine if some of their requests 
can be approved. “Whatever ie favored by the upper Level ie to be followed by the 
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lower level." If the leading bodies concerned at the upper level can do it thie 
way, there ie no reason why the lower level cannot! 


}, Certain shortcomings exiet in the present economic syatem. The source of raw 
materiale and the market of products of some business departments, especially enter- 
prises operated by the communes or the production teams, have not been put under 

the national plan. Therefore they have to find a way out by themecives and solicit 
help from potential backers, “To earn one's own living” te to seek for help from 
others, One who beseeches favore from others gust “cater to others’ likes,” either 
by giving dinners or by presenting gifts. Some people have complained: "One 
cannot get things done without a feast, and one cannot conduct a heart-to~heart 

talk without « emoke." Anyone who wants to establish a relationship or to solicit 
business has to use public funds to entertain others, even though he knowa very well 
that it ie not right to do ao, 


4. The law ta not rigidly enforced, Some of the unite until thia day believe that 
“eating and drinking do not violate the law," and that they are not a matter of 
concern, Therefore, they do not handle thie matter in all earnestness or with a 
positive attitude, They want to delay action whenever possible, with a tendency of 
dealing Leniently with it." Usually only after such cases have been exposed one 
after another by the masses, or they are repeatedly urged by the upper-level organ- 
izations, do they start to move reluctantly (o prepare a report of the findings in 
4 perfunctory way, to circulate a notice of «riticiem, or to ask the person in 
question to make 4 self-criticiem. These symbolic methods of handling the matter 
mean nothing to those who practice extravagant eating and drinking, and it seems 
that there are not many lessons to be learned here. 


The practice of extravagant eating and drinking is a traditional pernicious habit 
left over by the old society and ie very destructive and corrosive. Leading cadres 
should first set an example to check the trend of extravagant eating and drinking. 


In order to check the trend of extravagant eating and drinking, it is necessary to 
enforce party diecipline. All regulations within the party or any documents of 

the Party Central Committee or the State Council should be strictly enforced once 
they are formally promulgated. An attitude of Liberaliem ia absolutely not per- 
mitted. All men are equal before party discipline. Everyone, regardless of who 
he may be, has to be investigated once he violates the regulations. Investigations 
should be made wherever such violations occur. Disciplinary action should be taken 
in accordance with party discipline, adminis: rative orders, or the law, especially 
against those who violate the law and discipiine knowingly or repeatedly. Finan- 
clally, we would act in the epirit that the one who initiates the “idea” should 
pay for it, and that he should be asked to make payment ‘efore the date due as a 
rigid economic sanction against hia. Unless such actions ere taken, it seems 
impossible to check the practice of extravagant eating and drinking. 


There are certain connections between the practice of extravagant eating and drink- 
ing and the present backward economy, as well as certain shortcomings that exist 
in the economic system. We have to adopt principles which are both rigorous and 
prudent in order to do a good job of reforming the economic system. Departments 
at upper levels should strengthen their guidance over economic departments at lower 
levels and help them solve their real difficulties. At the same time, it is also 
necessary to educate them to improve production through normal channels, such as 

















improving business adminietration, upgrading the quality of products, and atrenghten- 
ing cooperation among themselves, It is not advisable to take improper measures or 
engage in tllegal transactions, 


The practice of extravagant eating and drinking has become « force of habit. in 
order to really keep it in check, it is necessary for comrades of the whole party 
to take concerted action, It is necessary to etart in every place, every unit, 

and every department, This unhealthy tendency te doomed if all of ue take concerted 
and closely coordinated action,

In the practice of checking the 
tendency of extravagant eating and drinking, we have had a profound underetanding 
of the truth of thie. 


Following the successive bumper harvests of farming, forestry, animal husbandry, 
sideline products, and fishery in recent years, an unhealthy tendency of taking 
away work income from commune members, practicing extravagant eating and drinking, 
and giving dinners and presenting gifte prevaile among a portion of party member 
cadres of our commune. ven more serious is the fact that, in some places, one 
cannot get things done without inviting cadres to eat and drink. This evil trend 
has impaired the fine tradition and atyle of the party, dampened the enthusiasm 

of the masses, and damaged the relationship between the party and the masses, = In 
order to correct the etyle of party members, we are determined to check thie evi) 
trend. At the beginning, in consideration of the impact, we only educated the 
cadres in a general way. Although some cadres have made self-critictems in the 
conference room, the evil trend etill remains unchecked. Most cadres of our commune 
at the level of party branch member and above continue to indulge in extravagant 
eating and drinking. Once there was «4 banquet with mor. than W people in atten- 
dance. Some of the participants were dead drunk and threw up their dinner al) 
over the ground, thereby creating a very bed impression among the masses. In view 
of thie situation, at cadre meetings we have carried out serious criticiem indivi- 
dually against those cadres who bre habitually eating and drinking, and we have 
made it a rule that party member cadres are not allowed to practice extravagant 
eating and drinking under any pretext. Whoever violates this rule will be severely 
punished. We believe that the evil trend could thus be checked. However, things 
have not been that simple. Some of the cadres do not practice extravagant eating 
and drinking openly but privately, or not locally but at places other than their 
own. In the past 2 yeare, cadres of the Hongeing Brigade spent more than 3,000 
yuan in the name of the “three supporte” in indulging in extravagant eating and 
drinking. 
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It te not only positive education that hae no effect, but the open eritictem by 
name ae well, Then, what measures on earth can check the practice of extravagant 
eating and drinking? We have discovered that the Yongfeng Urigade le extra- 
ordinary. They are upright, They do not tndulge in extravagant eating and drink- 
ing. UBrigade-operated enterprises do their business according to regulations, 
They do not take more than they are entitled to. Why? Because they have a eet of 
systems to eubject themme!lves to supervision by the masses. Informal discussions 
of commune members are regularly called by the party branch of the brigade to let 
the masses making comments on cadres, and general meetings of commune membere are 
held regularly at which cadres have to report to the masses on the implementation 
of the system, hy eo doing, cadres conscientiously implement the syetem and the 
masses seriously euperviee the cadres, This is why party members of this brigade 
are upright and the general mood of the masses te good, The practice of the 
Yongfeng Brigade has enabled use to understand that whatever one does has a bearing 
on the masses, To correct evil trends of cadres and to check the practice of 
extravagant eating and drinking, these quat alao be subject to supervision by the 
masses, For this reason, the party committee of the commune has consctentlously 
summed up the experience of the Yongfeng Brigade to extensively arouse the masses 
to supervise cadres in order to check the practice of extravagant eating and drink- 
ing. It has been decided that all cadres should conscientiously subject themselves 
to supervision by the masses, In turn, the masses are authorized to check up when 
they discover party member cadres indulging in extravagant eating and drinking or 
giving dinners or presenting gifte. They may put forward their reports in differ- 
ent forma for the party committee of the commune to handle, In this way, the 
extravagant eating and drinking habite of the cadres have been quickly checked, 
This year there has not been an inatance of extravagant eating and drinking in the 
whole commune. 


The practice of checking extravagant eating and drinking has enabled us to under- 
stand that a closed-door attitude is not the way to combat the evil trends of party 
members, and that correcting the evil trends of party members has a bearing on 
supervision by the masses.

ties, and the cultural revolution were forcibly imposed on the whole party and 
people of the whole country by a person or persons. 


The coersive style remained unchanged and caused similar serious resulte after 
Chairman Mao died, For example, the Sino-Vietnamese war, which was opposed by the 
majority of people at two meetings of the CCP Central Committee's Military Commia- 
sion, wae called by Deng Xiaoping as a move to "kill the chicken to frighten the 
monkey" and to give Vietnam a lesson, As the results of our army's intrusion into 
and withdrawal from Vietnam, some 45,000 commanders and fighters were killed or 
wounded; state plans were disrupted, causing grave financial deficite, 


The peculiar relationship between China and the United States has created a de 
facto two-Chinas situation, The serious losses throngh viind imports of equipment 
and machinery complexes from the capitalist countries are already well-known to 
all. The masses of people and cadres have suffered even more serious damages by 
the increase of farm products and byproducts, which has caused inflation and soar- 
ing prices. A double digit increase of the commodity price index in other coun- 
tries is already a serious matter, But in our country, prices of some goods have 
risen by 20 to 30 percent. Cadres and people share a common feeling that now 1 
yuan is only worth half a yuan, 





Moreover, the trial of the former principal leaders of our army has also been 
forcibly conducted in accordance with the inatructiong of Deng Xiaoping and two 
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other comrades, Many comrades of the CCP Central Committee's Military Commission 
have raised doubts and suspicions regarding the Lin Biao incident and pointed out

Ruceed 10 Million") 


[Text] In response to the call of the Party Central Committee for control of the 
population of our country, and to attain the strategic target set forth by the Party 
Central Secretariat that “at no time in the future should the population of 

Beijing exceed 10 million," the Beijing Municipal Population Society from 3 to 5 
October held ite firet annual meeting and its second theoretical discussion on 
population, At the meeting, more than 150 delegates emancipated their thinking, 
freely expressed their views, and earnestly discussed such problems as the popula- 
tion of China, the population of Beijing, the quality of the population, and 
population and the economy. 


The meeting strongly pointed out that according to the characteristics of the cap- 
ital, the eise of ite population should not be too large and the density of its 
population should not be too great, As a political, scientific, and cultural 
center, ite population requirement is not quantity but mainly quality. But the 
present situation in Beijing Municipality ie very different from the foregoing re- 
quirement. In quantity, by the end of 1979 it had reached 8.71 million people, 
including 57 percent urban population and 43 percent rural population. In the age 
composition of the population, 25.2 percent was under 15, and 56.2 percent was 
between 16 and 50, This shows that the majority of people have reached child- 
bearing age. According to the estimate of departments concerned, if no decisive 
measures are taken, by 1990 the population will exceed 10 million. How can this be? 
The meeting stated that first, for a long time in the past, the increase in the 
population was never interfered with and not controlled. According to statistics 
from 1950 to 1960, in those 11 years there was an increase of 3.18 million people; 
on average the annual increase was 289,000 people. During thie period, the natural 
rate of increase of population was an average 26.7 percent. In 4 of these 11 
years, the rate of increase exceeded 30 percent. The mechanical increase of popu- 
lation wae about half the total increase. Secondly, the enforcement of planned 
parenthood came too late. In the early 1950's, people were encouraged to bear more 
children, so that by 1963 the natural rate of population increase had reached 35.3 
percent. As enforcement of planned parenthood came too late, the natural increase 
of population reached 3,53 million people in 30 years. Thirdly, the turbulent 
political and economic situations resulted in large numbers of people coming in and 
moving out of thie municipality. In the past 30 years, the cumulative total of 
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people coming in was 5.37 million and that of people moving out was 4,33 million; 
the net increase thus was 1,04 million. During the 10-year period of turmoil, 
from 1971 to 1976 alone 500,000 people moved in. Fourthly, by arbitrary adminie- 
trative means, areas surrounding the capital which at the time had no social and 
economic connections with it were incorporated into Beijing Municipality, even 
sometimes with difficulty. In 1958 alone, the expansion of municiap] boundaries 
on two occasions increased the population by 2.18 million people. Fifthly, after 
liberation, Beijing Municipality laid the emphasis of reconstruction on industry-- 
particuls ly on heavy industry, which employed a large number of workers--and thus 
accelerated the mechanical rate of increase of the population of Beijing Munici- 
pality. 


In the past 30 years, as we did not pay full attention to the special features and 
conditions of the capital, the population of Beijing Municipality developed too 
quickly and on a too large scale, and the development of our national economy could 
not cope with it. To change this situation, it is necessary to control the popu- 
lation of the capital within 10 million at all times. The meeting held that it is 
necessary to pay serious attention to planned parenthood, advocate widely the birth 
of only one child per married couple, straighten out one's thinking, intensify the 
work of propaganda, and do well the work of child care. At the same time, we must 
exercise strict control over the mechanical increase of the population of Beijing 
Municipality. Some organizations which have been established unsuitably in Beijing, 
or factories which obstruct environmental sanitation, should be moved out without 
exception. Effective economic measures should be taken against those people or 
factories that fail to move out as they should. We should also energetically 
develop satellite cities and towns and continuously disperse the population of 
Beijing. Satellite cities and towns should have their own distinguishing features, 
where the same lines of trade may concentrate to some extent. It may also be 
possible to build cities of science and cultural areas, or to build tourist towns 
of Beijing's real mountains and rivers and places of historic interest and scenic 
beauty. In a word, we must make full use of all advantages and build satellite 
cities and towns of our capital as quickly as possible. This is an important 
channel for dispersing the population of the capital. In conclusion, the meeting 
made a proposal to set up quickly an authoritative organ jointly run by the central 
party, government and army organizations, and Beijing Municipality for the control 
of incoming personnel, and to stipulate conditions for personnel to come into 
Beijing. As regards the necessity of transferring personnel to Beijing, we must 
persist in the principle of reciprocity, sending one person out in exchange for 
one person coming in; otherwise, nobody can be allowed to come to Beijing.

LABOR INSURANCE, ‘OLD AGI) CARE' SYSTEMS DISCUSSED 
Beijing BEIJING RIBAO in Chinese 10 Oct 80 p 3 
[Acticte by Dai Yuqing [2071 3768 1987): "Labor Insurance and Planned Parenthood") 


[Text] In his speech at the Third Session of the Fifth National People's Congress, 
Comrade Hua Guofeng pointed out clearly: "In the interest of the people themselves, 
it ie essential that the promotion of family planning should continue." To do the 
work of family planning well and to control the rate of population increase, we 
must pay serious attention to and do well the work of labor insurance, and truly 
achieve "old age care." However, due to certain shortcomings in our economic 
system, the labor insurance system has not yet been instituted in our vast rural 
areas, and the question of “old age care" has not yet fundamentally reached a 
solution, If the policy of “one couple, one child" is carried out in the country- 
side, after several decades a couple will take care of four old persons. It is 
very clear that tiie economic burden will be very heavy. If we do not adopt 
economic measures, the rural population, which constitutes 80 percent of our total 
population, will still increase on a large ecale in the coming decades, bringing 
about tremendous pressure on the construction of the four modernizations. 


At present, in our enterprise units of whole people's ownership and in most enter- 
prise units of collective ownership, "old age care" is guaranteed by the retirement 
system. The state has enforced "compulsory insurance," and every year it has 
deducted, as the source of the pensions, insurance funds according to a fixed scale 
from the wealth created by staff members and workers. As most staff members and 
workers taking labor insurance are in the prime of life, they do not need their 
pensions for the time being. Therefore, a small portion of the insurance funds 
taken from them can be used to pay old people deprived of working ability as 
pensions, while the other major portion can be invested in construction enterprises 
so af to bring into play the beneficial results of investment. Labor insurance not 
only solves the problem of old age care but also has the effect of collective 
savings, thus being beneficial to both the people and the state. As rhe enterprise 
units of whole people's ownership and collective ownership enforce the system of 
labor insurance, it gives the work of family planning a reliable economic founda- 
tion. As seen from the statistics, there is a fairly great difference between the 
growth rate of the urban population and that of the rural population. In Shanghai 
Municipality, which has a higher cultural level, the natural growth rate of the 
population in 1978 dropped to 5.7 percent, which was far lower than the growth rate 
of the rural population.

There are favorable conditions in our rural areas for the tatroduction of Labor 
insurance, because labor insurance te, in essence, a cause of collective welfare of 
"one for all, and all for one,” In the population structure, the greater the 
number of middle-aged and young people with working ability, the greater will be 
the source of funde for labor ineurance; while the fewer the number of old people 
who are deprived of their working ability, the emaller will be the expenditures out 
of Labor insurance [funde), At present, the composition of our population tes 
getting younger. The average age of our citizens te 21, which te lower than the 
world average age level of 22.9 years, Our old people over 65 constitute only 4,6 
percent of our total population, The number of able-bodied people far exceeds the 
number of people without working ability, As seen from the trend of population 
growth in the coming decades, the composition of our population will not be getting 
older very quickly, At present in the whole country, people under WO constitute 
about 65 percent of the total population, amounting to some 630 million, tneluding 
about 340 million people from 0 to 15 yeare of age who constitute 35 percent of the 
total population, After several decades, these people will be in the prime of life 
and become a labor retnforcement. ven by that time, the income from Labor tneur- 
ance funds will be certainly greater than the expenditures, 


What deserves our study is the fact that there will be « contradiction between the 
system of labor insurance in our rural areas for total socialisation and our 
exieting rural economic system, What can we do’ We suggest first the enforce- 
ment of compulsory insurance, and then the etipulation of « minimum ineurance pay- 
ment, With an annual income above thie minimum, one may be exempted from the 
deduction of the tneurance f « for the current year. When one's annual income 
again exceeds the minimum, one must again atart to pay for insurance, As rural 
production is uaually restricted by natural conditions, the harvest te not uniform 
in various places, A production team that te rich thie year may suffer natural 
disasters and become poor next year, while a production team that was poor last 
year may become rich fron « good harvest. From an analyaie of the general average, 
all production unite wil! pay more or less the same insurance fee, In thie way, 

it will not only be possible to enforce the system of labor ineurance in the whole 
society, but te will aleo be possible to show consideration for actual difficulties 
arising from the inequality between the poor and the rich, thee helping to protect 
the enthusiaem of the broad peasante,

WHO SPECIALIST STRESSES WEED FOR MATERAAL, CHILD CARE 
Shanghai WEN HUL BAO in Chinese 4 Sep 80 p | 
[Article: "Consider Rugenice in Planned Parenthood" | 


[Text] Reporter Gu Ronglu [7357 2837 4389) and correspondent Ku Drengyi [1776 2973 
0308) have learned from departments concerned that as various factors have impaired 
the quality of our population, the number of people with congenital stupidity 
(mentally retarded) and hereditary diseases hae exceeded 10 million, For this 
reason, your reporter paid a visit to Zhang Peieshu [1728 0160 3796) for an interview 
on the question of promoting the etudy of eugenics. She is a maternity and child 
care specialiat and consultant of the World Health Organisation and the head of the 
International Peace Maternity and Child Care Center the China Welfare Institute. 
She said the study of eugenics is « subject which should attract immediate attention 
in the work of promoting planned parenthood. This serious matter, which is related 
to the health of our coming generations, should cause concern to society as a whole. 


Zhang Peizhu believes that we must not only control the quantity but also improve 
the quality of the population, Thies ts an important topic of study for specialists 
concerned at home and abroad in recent years. It proves that eugenics is of ex- 
tremely important significance. She said that although acquired training and 
“intelligence developing” education can make up some congenital deficiencies, 
natural predisposition is still the important link which decides human vitality, 
and thie should not be overlooked. For the improvement of the quality of the pop- 
ulation, it is necessary to exercise health care for the mother from the firet day 
of her pregnancy. The prognosis of fetal health will prevent the birth of babies 
with congenital malformation or hereditary diseases. 


While discussing the factors that affect the quality of population, Zhang Peishu 
explained that congenita! and hereditary diseases constitute the principal cause of 
defective babies. Parents with morbid genes not only can transmit hereditary 
diseases to their children but aleo can pase them on from generation to generation. 
The marriage of clowe relatives is alec one of the important cavees for the sepread- 
ing of hereditary diseases, According to medical statiatice, the incidence of 
recessive heretitary diseases, including dementia, from marriages of close rela- 
tives is 150 times higher than that among freely married couples. Furthermore, 
waste gas, wastewater, and industrial residue (the three wastes), noise pollution, 
pesticides, farm chemicals, and @isusee of antibiotics and other medicines during 
early pregnancy will aleo impair the quality of the fetus. 
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Thang Pelshu suggested waye of conducting prognoses of fetal health and giving 
birth to fewer and healthier children, 


Firet of all, we muet pay attention to the education of young people on sex and 
physiological health, and advocate premarital guidance and examination, From pre- 
marital guidance and examination, it may be found that both parties suffer tllness 
that makes them not suitable for marriage, and they can be persuaded not to get 
married, Premarital guidance may aleo reveal a family history of hereditary 
diseases and of marriages of close relatives, and promptly may discover hereditary 
diseases and defects in order to receive treatment, seek guidance after marriage, 
and make preparations for planned parenthood. 


Next, we must pay attention to health care for the period surrounding childbirth 
(for both mother and child) and the prognoeie of fetal health in order to reduce 

the death rate of fetuses and newborn babies in the period surrounding childbirth 
(from the late stage of pregnancy to 4 certain period after childbirth). The main 
causes of the death of fetuses and bables are malformation, oxygen deficiency, and 
premature delivery, with malformation the most common cause of death of newborn 
babies. Most cases of fetal malformation occur in the early stage of pregnancy; 
therefore, the medica) organs of maternity and child care are required to strengthen 
their work of health protection for mothers during the period of pregnancy. Preg- 
nant women should immediately register with local health centers, which will keep 

a card file for them. In big and medium-size cities and in places with favorable 
conditions, hereditary consultation clinice should be established, and new d is 
techniques should be used to carry out antenetal examination for congenital mal- 
formation and hereditary diseases. When necessary, the pregnancy of « malformed 
fetus should be terminated as early as possible. in the maternity hospital, the 
pregnant mother should be placed under constant observation for the protection of 
her unborn baby. We should make sure that every baby born ie healthy, etrong, and 
intelligent. 


In addition, we should establish an efficient contingent for maternity and child 
care. Thang Peishu proposed that sedical colleges should set up « epectality of 
maternity and child care for the training of « large oumber of health personnel for 
women and children, with secondary vocational qualifications and higher professional 
standards. She also atated that leadershipse at a)1 levels should show concern for 
the health of pregnant women, particularly after the firet } months of their 
pregnancy, and make proper arrangement for their work #o that they can avoid contect 
with any harmful substances.

SHANGHA! TEACHERS UNIVERSITY ADOPTS 5S-YEAR SYSTEM 
Shanghai JIEFANG RIBAO in Chinese 5 Bep 80 p 3 


[Article: "The Bast China Teachers University Tries Out 5-Year Syetem for Two 
Departments of Physice and Chemietry”) 


{Text} With the approval of the Minietry of Education, the East Chine Teachers 
University, etarting thie year, te trying out a S-year eyetem for new students 
enrolled in ite departments of physeice and chemietry. During the firat year, the 
students will concentrate their study in foreign languages and the Han language. 


The university changed the school eystem of ite two departments of physics and 
chemistry to 5 years in order to implement a concrete measure of the National Con- 
ference on the Work of Teacher Training. Most new students in their firet year are 
under 20, are full of energy, and have « good memory, After « year's intensive 
study of foreign languages, they will be bestcally qualified for reading (to under- 
stand common essays) and writing (to write short articles close to the content of 
the textbooks). On this initial basis, when they later change to vocational study 
they will be able to read materiale in foreign languages and original editions of 
teaching materiale, even learn « seconiforeign language, and further consolidate 

and improve their knowledge of foreign languages. The improvement of their knowledge 
of the Han language will also contribute to their etudy of foreign lenguages and 
vocational subjects. To guarantee the emooth progress of the experiment in the 
physice and chemietry departments, the university has laid down especial teaching 
plane for foreign languages and the Han language, transferred some teachers to these 
departments, selected teaching materials of foreign languages and the Han language, 
and aleo acquired more reference books, teaching reference materials, and equipment 
for teaching electricity and chemietry. Moreover, they have aleo taken into con- 
sideration the teaching of foreign languages after the first year, in coordination 
with the vocational etudy in these departments. 


The East China Teachers Ur ivereity rune ite regular courses under « 4-year system. 
In the past, when new stucents entered the university, they were taught foreign 
languages in « decentralirved way at each grade year by year. The number of hours 
for teaching was limited, progress was slow, and the students could not concentrate 
their effort on the study. This long experience proved that most students could not 
qualify chemselves in foreign languages, and chat later on they even forgot what 
they learned because of lack of practice. As regards lessons in the Han Language, 
these were taught in only « few courses in the departments of liberal arte; in some 
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cases, the Han 1 wee taken only ae an vlective course, Therefore, thie 
affected the students’ ability to improve their writing and reading, Proceeding 
from the practical needs of conducting teachers training well, raising the level of 
teaching and research, and building @ contingent of Red and expert teachers, the 
Rast China Teachers University proposed to try out thie reform of ite school system,

After Liberation, the Li 
Kin School achieved even greater progress. in 1951, the school had 19,000 students 
in Shanghai alone, In 1952, with the readjustment of all colleges and university 
departments in the country, the Li Xin School was closed, After the smashing of the 
"gang of four," the party put forward the cal! to march toward the four moderniza- 
tions, Mr Pan Xulun, at hie advanced age of 48, understood that our country ie in 
urgent need of accounting talent and made hia proposal to resume operation of the 
Li Xin School. A group of his students, all over 60 in age, aleo said: “Even our 
old teacher ia worried about accounting inatruction in our country. We are willing 
to exert our utmost effort for this cause."

The Li Xin Accounting School has formed a committee of 11 members, including Pan

training will formally open in October. ‘ts nature ie of a vocational college, its 
school syetem is 3 yeara, and it will train mainly “aseietant accountants" and, on 
behalf of departments concerned, train special personnel in planning, statistics 
and the control of commodity prices and business administration, in connection with 
the vocational knowledge in finance and accounting.

MIDDLE-AGED SCIENTIFIC PERSONNEL LEAD IN ACHI/VEMENTS 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 16 Sep 80 p 1 


[XINHUA dispatch: "Research Materiale of Chinese Academy of Sciences Prove Middle- 
Scientific and Technical Personnel Are the Backbone in Achieving Modernisation 
of Science and Technology"] 


[Text] A set of research materials of the Chinese Academy of Sciences shows that 
from 1978 to 1979, of the key scientific and technical personnel of some of the 
research unite of the academy in the Beijing area who received awards for their 
important achievements in ecience and technology, 88 percent are middle-aged 

persons between 36 and 50, Therefore, it concludes that middled-aged scientific 

and technical personnel constitute the backbone in achieving the modernization of 
acience and technology, and that special attention should be paid to improving their 
working and living conditions. 


Recently, the achievements office of the planning bureau of the Chinese Academy of 
Sciences conducted an investigation of the ages of 179 key scientific and technical 
personnel of 28 winning unite of the academy in the Beijing area who had received 
first and second grade awards for their important achievements between 1978 and 1979, 
The following data were obtained: 5 persone younger than 35, 2.8 percent; 43 persons 
from 36 to 40, 24 percent; 73 persona from 41 to 45, 40.9 percent; 42 persons from 

46 to 50, 23.5 percent; 8 persone from 51 to 55, 4.5 percent; 5 persons from 56 to 
60, 2.8 percent; and 3 persone older than 61, 1.7 percent, 


These data show that among this group of koy scientific and technical personnel who 
had received awards, there are 158 middle-aged persons from 36 to 50. The "peak" 
age bracket for scoring achievements is from 41 to 45, including 73 persons-- 
constituting 40.9 percent. 


This set of research materiale states that most of these middle-aged key scientific 
and technical personnel of the academy were college graduates between 1958 and 1964. 
At present, their monthly pay generally ranges between 56 and 70 yuan. As a rule, 
they have old parents and young children to feed with their limited income. Moreover, 
most of them were assigned to jobs in which they are not specialized. To enable these 
scientific and technical personnel to play a greater role, it is necessary to pay 
epecial attention to the improvement of their working and living conditions,

PERSONS WITH FOREIGN LANGUAGE SKILLS SOUGHT OUT, EMPLOYED

[Article: "Good Reaultse Achieved in Assigning Work to Personnel] With Foreign 
Language Capability Throughout the Country") 


[Text] Since the beginning of this year, personne! departments at all levele have 
conducted a general survey of personnel with foreign language capability throughout 
the country and, on this basis, have carnestly carried out the work of readjusting 
such personnel who were not employed in the line of their learning and aleo assign- 
ing jobs to such personnel who were unemployed. According to statistics of 14 
provinces, municipalities, and autonomous regions, including Jiangsu, Shanghai, 
Liaoning, and Guangdong, readjustment has been made for 2,574 foreign language 
personnel not employed in the line of their learning, and jobe were given to 3,959 
unemployed foreign language personnel, In Jiangeu Province, the number of foreign 
language personne! who, through the readjustment, have returned to the profession 
they were trained for has reached 96 percent of the number of personnel who should 
be readjusted, 


Personne! departments at all levels have found many ways to assign work to personnel 
with foreign language capability who are free and at leisure in society. In most 
cases, they are either recruited on the ataff or engaged by appointment; otherwise, 
they set up a company or a network of translation services, organize a collective 
translation cooperative or group, render tranelation services on a commission basis, 
and so forth. Zhejiang Province tried to meet the requirements of the departments 
of foretgn trade, industry, supply and marketing, aquatic producta and others, so 
Hangzhou Municipality posted public notices for the recruitment of foreign language 
personnel, More than 1,800 people applied for the examination, and 330 of them were 
recruited after oral and written teste in translation and political and phvaical 
examinations, Among them, there were ataff members and workers of enterprises of 
whole people's ownership or collective ownership, and also young people awaiting 
employment who were free and at leisure in society. Zhang Xinming [1728 2450 2494) 
got the highest marke in the examination--89 and 93 reapectively for written and oral 
teste in translation. In 1966 he had gone to Ningxia tc settle in the countryside 
and studied English persistently in his spare time, After ne returned to Hangshou, 
he got a blackemith's job in the No 3 Cotton Weaving Mill. Zhang Yali [1728 0068 
7787), a diepatcher for che Hangzhou Municipal Telecommunications Company, had 
epectalized in the English language. In the past, she was not employed because of 
her relations with overseas Chinese, and so she repeatedly asked permission to leave 
the country. Now that she has been recruited to work in the provinctal bureau of 
foreign trade, she has voluntarily withdrawn her application to leave the country and 
has pledged to make her contribution to the four modernizations of the motherland. 
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
